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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council, 
and  Assembly,  as  follows : — 

PRELIMINARY. 

1.  This  Act  may  for  all  purposes  be  cited  as  "The  Common 
Schools  Act  1871." 

2.  The  following  terms  shall  in  this  Act  mean  as  herein  defined, 
unless  there  is  something  in  the  context  repugnant  thereto: — 

"  Schools  "  shall  mean  all  Schools  established  under  this  Act : 
"  District,"  that  portion  of  territory  into  which  tlie  Province 

shall  be  divided  for  local  School  government : 

"  Border  District,"  a  District  embracing  portions  of  two  or  more 

Parishes : 

"  Rate-payer,"  any  person  rate^  in  the  Parish  Assessment  List, 
in  respect  of  real  or  personal  property  or  income : 

"  Clerk  of  the  Peace  "  and  "  County  Treasurer  "  sliall  severally 
include  the  Secretary  Treasm-er  of  incorporated  Counties  where 
the  duties  are  performed  by  such  officer : 

"  Sessions "  sliall  include  the  County  Council  of  incorporated 
Counties. 

3.  The  Governor  in  Council  shall  appoint  a  Chief  Superintend- 
ent  of  Education  at  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
besides  travelling  expenses,  charges,  and  contingencies  of  offices, 
and  a  clerk,  or  Assistant,  at  a  salary  of  ten  hundred  dollars  per 
annum. 

4.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  issue  Warrants  in  the  ordin- 
ary mannei-,  for  the  payment  of  the  several  allowances,  salaries  and 
services  provided  for  hereby. 

BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

5.  The  Governor,  the  Members  of  the  Executive  Council,  the 
President  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick,  and  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Education,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Education ;  the 
Governor,  witli  three  Members  of  the  Executive  Council,  and  the 
Superintendent,  who  shall  act  as  Secretary,  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

6.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  have  power — 

(1.)  To  provide  for  the  establishing  and  efficient  working  of  a  Train- 
ing and  Model  School ;  to  appoint  a  Principal  at  a  salary  of  one  thous- 
and dollars,  who  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board,  appoint  such 
assistants  as  may  he  found  necessary,  and  to  make  such  allowanees  for 
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the  expenses  of  pupil  Teachers  attending  the  School  as  shall  be  deemed 
proper,  not  exceeding  twenty-four  dollars  : 

(2.)  To  appoint  fourteen  Inspectors,  and  the  sum  of  foiu'  thousand 
dollars  shaU  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  to  provide  for  such  ser- 
A-ice ;  but  as  far  as  it  shall  deem  practicable,  each  County  shall  consti- 
tute an  Inspectoral  District,  and  the  Board  shaU  have  power  to  prescribe 
the  qualifications  for  Inspectors  and  their  duties  where  not  herein 
prescribed,  and  to  provide  for  the  uniform  .certification  of  aU  candidates 
for  the  same : 

(3.)  To  divide  the  Province  into  School  Districts,  and  from  time  to 
time  to  create  new  Districts,  or  alter  boundaries,  having  due  regard  to 
the  number  of  children,  and  the  ability  of  each  District  to  support  one 
or  more  efficient  Schools ;  towns,  villages,  and  populous  localities,  hav- 
ing a  community  of  interests  shaU,  as  far  as  practicable,  form  a  single 
District,  and  no  District  shall  contain  less  than  fifty  resident  children 
bet\\  een  the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen  years,  unless  the  area  of  sucli 
District  shall  contain  four  square  miles  ;  and  in  tlie  erection  of  Districts 
the  Board  may  obtain  such  assistance  as  may  be  foiuid  necessary  : 

(4.)  To  make  regulations  for  the  organization,  government  and  dis- 
cipline of  Schools,  and  for  the  classification  of  Schools  and  Teachers,  to 
appoint  Examiners  of  Teachers,  and  to  grant  and  cancel  Licenses  : 

(o.)  So  prescribe  text  books  and  apparatus  for  the  use  of  Schools, 
books  for  School  Libraries,  and  plans  for  the  construction  and  furnishing 
of  School-houses  : 

(6.)  To  determine  aU  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  Inspectors,  and 
make  such  orders  thereon  as  may  be  required  : 

(7.)  To  prepare  and  publish  Eegulations  under  which  moneys  may  be 
dra\Mi  and  expended : 

(8.)  To  make  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect 
this  Act,  aiid  generally  to  provide  for  any  exigencies  that  may  arise 
under  its  operation. 

SUPERINTENDENT. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion, and  he  is  hereby  empowered — 

(1.)  To  have,  subject  to  the  Board  of  Education,  a  general  supervision 
and  direction  of  the  Inspectors  and  Schools  : 

(2.)  To  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the  regulations  and 
decisions  of  the  Board  of  Education : 

(3.)  To  apportion  the  County  school  fund  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  withholding  the  same,  and  aU  Provincial  aid, 
&om  Districts  presenting  a  false  or  insufficient  return,  and  dealing  with 
forfeited  balances  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Education : 
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(4.)  To  furnish  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  with  the  numbers  and  bound- 
aries of  the  Districts  A^itliin  the  respective  Counties,  and  from  time  t^) 
time,  as  new  Districts  are  creai  ed,  or  boundaries  altered,  to  furnish  such 
new  boundaries ;  and  the  certificate  of  the  Clerlv  of  the  Peace  shall  be 
(nddence  of  sucli  b(mndaries  : 

(5.)  To  cause  copies  of  this  Act,  Mith  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  together  with  all  necessary  torms  and  instructions,  to  be 
]Hiblished  and  furnished  gratuitonsly  to  Inspectors,  Trustees,  amf 
Teachers : 

(6.)  To  prepare  annually  a  Ive])ort  upon  tlie  Schools  subject  to  his 
supervision,  accompanied  ^ith  full  statistical  tables  and  detailed  accounts 
of  the  expenditures  of  the  moneys  appropriated  under  this  Act,  and 
offer  suggestions  on  educational  subjects ;  which  Eeport  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Legislature  withbi  ten  days  after  the  opening  of  the  next  suc- 
ceeding Session  thereof. 

INSPECT0K8. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  tlu^  Inspectors,  and  he  is 
hereby  empowered — 

(1.)  To  A'isit  at  lenst  semi-annually,  each  Seliool  within  his  Inspectoral 
District ;  to  examint^  the  Schools,  and  School-houses  antl  ])remises,  to 
inspect  the  School  TJegisier,  and  generally  to  ascertain  if  the  provisiims 
of  the  School  Law  s  are  there  carried  out  and  obeyed,  aud  to  transmit  to 
the  Superintendent  a  Ee])ort  of  such  inspection  as  often  as  the  same 
may  be  required  by  the  Board  of  Education  : 

(2.)  To  furnish  Trustees  and  Teachers  with  such  informal iou  as  they 
may  require  respecthig  the  operation  of  this  Act  and  the  performance 
of  their  duties,  and  to  adAise  w  ith  the  Teachers  in  all  that  may  tend  to 
promote  their  efficiency  and  the  character  and  usefulness  of  their  Scliools: 

(3.)  To  aid  in  carrying  out  a  miiform  system  of  Education,  and  gen- 
erally in  giv  ing  (effect  to  tliLs  Act  and  the  Regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Education  : 

(4.)  To  appoint  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  of  Schools  in  cases  hereinafter- 
provided,  and  to  investigate  and  determine  upon  complaints  respecting 
the  election  of  Trustees  : 

(5.)  To  determiiie  and  rep<^rt  to  the  Siq)erintendent,  the  Districts,  in 
his  opinioji,  entitled  dunng  the  following  year  to  special  aid  as  poor 
Districts,  witli  the  grounds  of  such  opinion. 

MODE  OF  SUPPORT. 

9.  The  salaries  of  Teachers  shall  be  provided  for  from  the  three 
following  sources,  viz  : — Firstly,  the  Provincial  Treasmy ;  second- 
ly, the  County  School  Fund;  thirdly,  District  assessment:  All 
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other  items  of  fixed  or  current  expenditure  shall  be  provided  for 
by  District  or  local  assessment,  and  the  purchase  of  School-houses 
and  lands,  and  erection  of  School  buildings,  may  be  provided  for 
by  loan,  exten(b*ng  over  a  period  not  exceeding  seven  years 

PROVINCIAL  AIT). 

10.  Ijegally  i[ualilied  Teachers,  employed  in  Schools  supported 
and  conducted  in  conformity  with  tliis  A^t,  shall,  until  as  herein- 
after specified,  recei\e  from  tlie  Provincial  Treasury  according  Uj 
the  following  rates  for  the  School  year : — Male  Teacliers  of  the 
first  class,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  of  the  second  class,  one 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars ;  of  the  third  class,  ninety  dollars  ; 
Female  Teachers  of  the  first  class,  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars ; 
of  the  second  class,  ninety  dollars ;  of  the  third  class,  seventy 
dollars :  Assistant  Teachers,  if  provided  with  a  class-room  sep- 
arate from  th(3  School-room,  but  within  the  same  building,  and 
regularlj^  employed  at  least  four  hours  each  da}",  sliall  receive  one- 
half  of  the  foregoing  sums,  according  to  the  class  of  license — one 
half  the  amounts  named  shall  be  paid  semi-annually  or  rateably 
according  to  the  time  the  Teachers  or  Assistants  shall  have  satis- 
factorily taught  in  schools  as  aforesaid  within  the  scholastic 
year. 

11.  From  and  after  the  period  of  five  years  from  the  time  this 
Act  goes  into  force,  the  Provincial  aid  to  Teachers  and  Assistants, 
qualified  and  employed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  regulated  in  part  ac- 
cording to  the  class  of  license,  and  in  part  according  to  the  quality  of 
the  instruction  given  in  the  School  as  determined  by  the  semi-annual 
examination  of  pupils  by  an  Inspector,  as  follows  :  For  the  School 
year,  or  rateably  as  abov  e,  ]Male  Teachers  of  the  first  class,  one 
hundred  and  ten  dollars ;  of  the  second  class,  eighty  dollars  ;  of 
t  he  third  class,  sixty  dollars  :  Female  Teachers  of  the  first  class, 
seventy  dollars ;  of  the  second  class,  fifty  dollars ;  of  the  third 
class,  forty  dollars :  in  addition,  each  Teacher  whose  School  shall 
be  reported  by  the  Inspector,  in  respect  of  quality  of  instruction, 
as  entitled  in  any  half  year  to  the  first  rank,  shall  receive  for  the 
half  year,  at  the  rate  of  forty  dollars  per  year  ;  the  second  rank, 
at  the  rate  of  twenty  five  dollars  ;  the  third  rank  ;  at  the  rate  of 
ten  dollars,  or  rateably  as  above  :  each  such  Assistant  shall  rectnve 
a  sum  equal  to  one-half  the  grants  to  Teachers. 
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COUNTY  ASSESSMENT  IN  AID  OF  SCHOOLS- 

12.  The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  in  each  Coimty  shall  add  to  tlie  sum 
annually  voted  for  general  County  purposes  at  the  G-eneral  Ses- 
sions, a  sum  sufficient^  after  deducting  costs  of  collection,  receiving 
and  disbursing,  and  probable  loss,  to  yield  an  amount  equal  to 
thirty  cents  for  every  inhabitant  of  the  County,  according  to  the 
last  preceding  Census  ;  and  the  sum  so  added  shall  form  and  be 
a  portion  of  the  County  Eates,  and  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
as  other  County  Rates,  and  shall  form  a  County  School  Fund : 
And  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  shall  forthwith  notify  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  amount  so  ordered  to  be  levied  ;  and  when  the  same 
shall  have  been  collected,  the  County  Treasurer  shall  notify  the 
Superintendent  of  the  amount  thereof :  Such  sum  shall  be  held 
by  the  County  Treasmer,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Superintend- 
ent :  The  County  Treasurer  shall  at  the  time  of  ordering  the  County 
Rates  give  a  Bond  to  the  Queen,  with  two  siu'eties,  in  the  probable 
amount  of  such  moneys,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  accounting 
for  the  same,  whicli  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  ; 
l)iit  a  Bond  once  given  shall  continue  in  force  until  cancelled,  and 
remain  a  continuing  security  ;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  receive  one 
per  cent,  for  receiving  and  disbursing  such  moneys. 

13.  The  Superintendent  shall  apportion  one  half  of  such  amoimt 
at  the  close  of  each  half  year  to  the  Trustees  of  Schools  conducted 
in  accordance  with  this  Act  and  the  Regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  to  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of  Teachers'  salaries, 
and  in  the  following  manner : — There  shall  be  allowed  to  the* 
Trustees  of  each  District,  in  respect  of  each  qualified  Teacher,  ex- 
clusive of  Assistants,  by  them  employed,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars 
per  year,  and  the  balance  of  such  amount  shall  be  apportioned  to 
the  Trustees  according  to  the  average  number  of  pupils  in  attend- 
ance at  each  School,  as  compared  with  the  whole  average  number 
of  pupils  attending  the  Common  Schools  of  the  County,  and  the 
length  of  time  in  operation  ;  one  half  the  sum  assessed  as  a 
County  Rate  in  the  several  Counties  for  the  svipport  of  Schools, 
shall  be  advanced  from  the  Provincial  Treasmy  at  the  close  of  the 
Spring  term,  to  be  refunded  in  October  following,  after  the  first 
day  of  which  month  interest  on  such  advance  will  be  charged 
against  the  County. 
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DISTKICT  ASSESSMENT. 

14.  Any  sum  required  by  any  District  in  further  payment  of 
Teachers'  salaries,  over  and  above  the  sums  as  above  provided  by 
the  Province  and  County,  and  any  sum  required  for  other  School 
purposes  during  the  year,  including  the  purchase,  rent  or  improve- 
ment of  School  grounds,  the  purchase,  erection,  repair,  furnishing, 
care,  and  insurance  of  School-houses  and  out-buildings,  the  pur- 
chase of  fuel,  maps  or  apparatus  prescribed,  and  books,  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  on  money  borrowed  by  the  District,  or  any  other 
expenses  required  in  providing  an  efficient  School,  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  School  District  in  its  School  meeting  as  hereinafter 
provided;  and  any  amount  so  determined  upon  shall  be  a  charge 
upon  the  District,  and  shall  be  levied  as  follows: — Every  male 
person  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upwards,  having  resided  in 
such  District  for  the  period  of  one  month  next  previous  to  the 
levying  of  such  assessment,  shall  be  assessed  and  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  as  a  poll  tax :  The  balance  of  the  sum  author- 
ized to  be  assessed  shall  be  levied  on  the  real  and  personal  pro- 
perty within  the  Parish,  and  income  of  the  residents  of  the 
Districts,  according  to  the  taxable  valuation  of  the  same  on  the 
Parish  Assessment  List  for  the  year,  and  upon  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  situate  within  the  District  of  non-residents  of  the 
Parish,  according  to  such  valuation:  Nothing  herein  shall  render 
a  person  liable  to  pay  for  the  support  of  the  Schools  of  the  Dis- 
trict more  than  one  such  poll  tax  in  any  one  year. 

15.  The  Assessors  shall  make  and  return  in  the  yearly  Assess- 
ment List  a  valuation  of  the  real  and  personal  property  situate 
within  each  District  of  any  non-resident  of  the  Parish,  and  a 
statement  of  the  taxable  value  of  the  same,  with  the  name  or  desig- 
nation of  the  District,  and  to  this  end  the  Trustees  shall  serve 
upon  the  Assessors  a  copy  of  the  boundaries  of  their  respective 
Districts. 

16.  Eeal  and  personal  property  situate  in  a  District,  and  belong- 
ing to  a  Corporation,  shall  be  subject  to  District  assessment,  and 
the  rates  shall  be  payable  by  the  President,  Agent,  or  Manager, 
to  the  extent  of  the  funds  in  his  hands  or  under  his  control  at  the 
time  of  the  demand,  and  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  Corporation 
by  the  party  so  paying:  The  principal  place  of  carrying  on 
business  shall  be  deemed  the  place  of  inhabitance. 
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17.  Any  District  assessment,  shall,  so  far  as  relates  to  so  much 
of  the  same  as  depends  upon  the  valuation  of  real  estate,  have 
reference  back  to  the  ownership  of  property  at  the  time  the  As- 
vsessment  Lists  were  made  out  by  the  Assessors,  and  shall,  until 
levied,  be  continued  as  a  charge  upon  the  property  in  respect  of 
which  the  same  was  assessed,  notwithstanding  the  same  may,  in 
the  interval,  have  been  alienated  or  disposed  of. 

18.  Persons  unable  to  pay,  or  the  parents  of  deaf  and  dumb 
children,  or  persons  resident  more  than  two  miles  from  the  School- 
house  in  the  District  where  they  reside,  or  on  Islands  too  sparsely 
populated  to  maintain  a  School,  and  too  distant  from  the  main 
land  to  permit  children  to  attend  School  thereon,  may  be  by  the 
Trustees  exempted  either  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  District 
rate,  and  the  Trustees  shall  return  to  the  annual  School  meeting 
a  list  of  such  exemptions. 

AID  TO  POOR  DISTRICTS. 

19.  Each  Inspector  shall,  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Education, 
<ietermine  and  report  to  the  Superintendent  what  School  Districts 
under  his  supervision  may  be  entitled  during  the  ensuing  year  to 
special  aid  as  poor  Districts,  and  the  Superintendent  may  allow  to 
the  Schools  in  such  Districts  such  amount,  not  exceeding  one-third 
more  on  the  classification  of  the  Teachers  of  such  Schools,  from 
the  Provincial  Treasury,  and  one  third  more  per  pupil  from  the 
County  School  Fund,  than  the  allowance  to  other  School  Districts 
sharing  such  funds,  as  in  his  discretion  may  seem  proper,  taking 
into  consideration  the  position  and  circumstances  of  such  District. 

THE  SCHOOL  DISTRICT. 

20.  The  School  District  shall  have  power  to  elect  Trustees  and 
an  Auditor,  and  to  determine  upon  all  questions  of  local  or  Dis- 
trict support  of  Schools  in  conformity  with  this  Act. 

21.  An  annual  School  meeting  shall  be  held  in  every  District 
on  the  second  Thursday  in  January  in  each  year,  at  ten  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon;  and  such  meeting,  if  the  first  to  be  held  in  any 
District,  shall  be  held  at  a  place  in  the  District  to  be  named  by 
the  Inspector,  by  notice  posted  at  least  six  days  previously  in  two 
of  the  most  public  places  in  the  District. 

22.  Subsequent  meetings  shall  be  held  in  the  School-house,  if 
convenient,  or  in  such  place  as  the  Trustees  of  the  District  may 
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decide  upon,  who  shall  give  notificatiou  of  the  same  as  above ;  but 
in  case  of  want  of  proper  parties,  or  of  neglect,  the  Inspector  may, 
by  similar  notification,  determine  the  time  and  place  of  meeting. 

23.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  School  meeting 
on  any  question  whatsover,  unless  he  shall  be  a  rate-payer,  either 
resident  in  the  District  or  non-resident  in  the  Parish,  and  owning 
property  in  the  District,  such  rate-payers  to  be  liereinafter  desig- 
nated as  rate-payers  of  the  District,  and  unless  he  shall  have  paid 
all  School  rates  imposed  upon  him  for  the  then  preceding  year  in 
case  any  shall  have  been  imposed. 

24.  At  all  meetings  the  majority  of  rate-payers  of  the  District 
present  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  Chairman  to  preside  over 
the  meeting,  and  a  Secretary  to  record  its  proceedings ;  the  Chair- 
man shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  and  shall  take  the  votes 
of  qualified  voters  only,  deciding  according  to  the  majority  of 
votes,  and  shall  give  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  an  equality  of  vote«, 
and  shall  transmit  to  the  Trustees  within  ten  days  after  the  hold- 
ing of  such  meeting,  the  minute  of  the  proceedings  thereof,  signt-d 
by  himself  and  the  Secretary. 

25.  If  any  person  offering  to  vote  at  any  meeting  shall  be  chal- 
lenged as  unqualified,  the  Chairman  shall  require  the  person  so 
offering  to  vote  to  make  the  following  declaration :  I  do  declare 
and  affirm  that  I  am  a  rate-payer  of  this  District,  that  I  have  paid 
all  School  rates  imposed  upon  me  within  the  last  twelve  months, 
and  that  I  am  legally  qualified  to  vote  at  this  meeting. — Where- 
upon the  person  making  such  declaration  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  on  all  questions  proposed  at  such  meetings  ;  but  if  any  per- 
son refuse  to  make  such  declaration,  his  vote  shall  be  rejected ; 
and  if  any  person  wilfully  makes  a  false  declaration  of  his  right 
to  vote,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered by  the  Trustees  of  the  District  for  its  use. 

26.  School  meetings  shall  be  held  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon, 
and  may  be  continued  until  four  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day, 
and  may  be  adjourned  to  the  next  day  at  ten  and  continual  as 
aforesaid,  but  no  further  adjournment  shall  take  place;  provided 
that  after  the  first  annual  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  have  power 
to  call  the  meetings  at  such  hour  as  they  shall  think  proper. 

27.  At  the  annual  School  meeting  the  District  shall  elect  Trus- 
tees, or  a  Trustee,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  an  Auditor  of  the 
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School  Accounts  of  the  coming  year,  and  shall  also  decide  what 
School  accommodation  shall  be  provided,  and  what  amount  shall 
be  raised  by  the  District  for  the  support  of  Teachers,  to  supple- 
ment the  sum  provided  as  aforesaid  by  the  Province  and  County, 
and  shall  also  decide  whether  any  and  what  sum  shall  be  raised 
for  the  purchase  or  building  of  School-houses,  for  the  purchase  or 
improvement  of  School-grounds,  or  for  general  School  purposes ; 
and  shall  receive  and  decide  upon  the  Keport  of  the  Trustees. 

28.  Special  meetings  may  be  held  (1st)  upon  the  call  of  the 
Trustees,  to  fill  an  occasional  vacancy  occm-ring  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  or  for  any  necessary  purpose  other  than  that  of  voting- 
money  ;  and  (2nd)  upon  the  requisition  of  a  majority  of  the  rate- 
payers of  the  District,  for  the  purpose  of  voting  money,  or  adding 
to  any  amount  previously  voted  for  any  purpose  authorized  by  this 
Act ;  notice  of  which  meetings,  specifying  the  objects  thereof, 
shall  be  given  by  the  Trustees,  by  posting  notices  of  the  time  and 
place  thereof  in  two  of  the  most  public  places  of  the  District  at 
least  six  days  before  the  time  of  meeting. 

29.  The  School  accommodation  to  be  provided  by  the  District 
shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be  in  accordance  with  the  following  ar- 
rangements : — 

For  a  District  having  fifty  pupUs  or  under,  a  house  with  comfortable 
sittings,  with  one  Teacher : 

Por  a  District  haA  ing  from  fifty  to  eighty  pupils,  a  house  with  com- 
fortable sittings  and  a  good  class  room,  with  one  Teacher  and  an  As- 
sistant : 

For  a  District  having  from  eighty  to  one  hundred  pupils,  a  house 
with  comfortable  sittings  and  two  good  class  rooms,  with  one  Teacher 
and  tw^o  Assistants,  or  a  house  haA  ing  two  apartments,  one  for  an  ele- 
mentary and  one  for  an  advanced  department,  with  two  Teachers :  Or 
if  one  commodious  building  cannot  be  secured,  two  houses  may  be  pro- 
A  ided  m  different  parts  of  the  District,  with  a  Teacher  in  each,  one  being 
dcA  oted  to  the  younger  childi'en,  and  the  other  to  the  more  advanced : 

For  a  District  having  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  pu- 
pils, a  house  with  two  adequate  apartments,  one  for  an  elementary  and 
one  for  an  advanced  apartment,  and  a  good  class  room  accessible  to  both, 
with  two  Teachers,  and,  if  necessary,  an  Assistant ;  or  if  the  District  be 
long  and  narrow%  three  houses  may  be  provided,  two  for  elementary  de- 
partments, and  one  for  an  advanced  department,  the  former  being  locat- 
ed tow^ards  the  extremes  of  the  District,  and  the  latter  at  or  near  the 
centre : 
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Tor  a  District  having  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hiaidi'ed  pu- 
pils, a  house  mth  three  apartments,  one  for  an  elementary,  one  for  an 
advanced,  and  one  for  a  high  School,  and  at  least  one  good  class  room 
common  to  the  two  latter,  with  three  Teachers,  and,  if  necessary,  an 
Assistant ;  or  if  necessary,  Schools  may  be  provided  for  the  diflerent 
departments  in  different  parts  of  the  District : 

And  generally,  for  any  District  having  two  hundred  pupils  and  up- 
wards, a  house  or  houses  with  sufficient  accommodation  for  different 
grades  of  elementary  and  advanced  Schools,  so  that  in  Districts  having 
six  hundred  pupils  and  upwards,  the  ratio  of  pupils  in  the  elementary, 
advanced  and  high  School  departments,  shaU  be  respectively  about  eight, 
three,  and  one. 

30.  A  Border  District  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  Inspection  and 
District  assessment,  be  deemed  to  belong  to  the  Parish  in  which 
the  School-house  is  situate,  or  if  none,  or  if  more  than  one,  then 
in  that  in  which  the  majority  of  rate-payers  reside. 

TRUSTEES. 

Their  term  of  office^  qualification^  and  corporate  rights. 

31.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  for  each  District,  who  shall 
be  qualified  voters  of  the  School  District ;  and  the  Trustees  in 
each  District  shall  be  a  body  corporate  under  the  name  of  "  The 
Trustees  of  School  District  number  in  the  Parish  of 

in  the  County  of  ; "  and  no  such  Corporation  shall  cease 

by  reason  of  the  want  of  Trustees. 

32.  The  Trustees  shall  remain  in  office  for  three  years,  except 
that,  of  the  first  Board  of  Trustees,  one  of  their  number  to  be  de- 
termined by  lot  at  the  next  annual  meeting  after  appointment, 
shall  go  out  of  office  at  such  meeting ;  and  another  to  be  deter- 
mined by  lot  at  the  second  annual  meeting  after  appointment, 
shall  go  out  of  office  at  such  last  mentioned  meeting. 

33.  At  each  annual  meeting  a  Trustee  shall  be  elected  in  place 
of  the  one  whose  term  of  office  is  about  expiring ;  and  the  term 
of  every  such  Trustee  shall  be  three  years. 

34.  A  Trustee  elected  to  fill  an  occasional  vacancy  shall  hold 
office  only  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  whose  place  he 
fills ;  and  any  Trustee  may  with  his  consent  be  re-elected,  other- 
wise he  shall  be  exempted  from  serving  for  three  years  next  after 
leaving  office. 

3d.  a  Trustee  may  resign  his  office  with  the  consent  in  writing

of  his  Co-Trustees  aud  Inspector ;  without  such  consent,  a  Trustee 
refusing  to  act  shall  forfeit  a  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  col- 
lected by  any  rate-payer  of  the  District,  and  for  its  use. 

36.  Every  Trustee  shall  make  the  following  declaration  of  office 
before  the  Chairman  of  the  School  meeting — "  I  will  truly  and 
faithfully,  to  the  best  of  my  judgment  and  ability,  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  office  of  School  Trustee :"  And  if  any  Trustee  shall 
not  make  the  declaration  within  ten  days  after  notice  of  liis  elec- 
tion, his  neglect  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  a  refusal  to  serve 
under  the  last  preceding  section,  except  that  a  Trustee  acting  as 
such  shall  be  liable  to  all  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  a 
Trustee. 

37.  Where  a  District  at  the  annual  meeting  fails  to  elect  Trus- 
tees, or  to  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Trusteesliip,  or  where 
a  Trustee  declines  to  act,  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  shall  be  appointed 
upon  the  written  requisition  of  seven  rate-payers  in  the  District, 
by  the  Inspector,  who,  in  case  of  a  further  neglect  to  act,  shall 
have  power  to  make  fm*ther  appointments. 

38.  No  Teacher  shall  be  a  Trustee ;  and  a  continuous  non-resi- 
dence of  six  months  by  a  Trustee  shall  cause  the  vacation  of  his 
office. 

39.  No  Trustee  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  other- 
wise than  in  his  corporate  capacity,  in  any  contract  provided 
for  herein,  except  that  a  Trustee  may,  with  the  cons(^nt  of  the 
Inspector,  contract  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  sale  and 
purchase  of  a  School  site  or  buildings. 

40.  The  Trustees  shall  exercise  all  the  corporate  powers  vested 
in  them  for  the  fulfilment  of  any  contract  or  agrc^ement  made  by 
them ;  and  in  case  they,  or  any  of  them,  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse 
to  exercise  such  powers,  the  Trustee  or  Trustees  so  neglecting  or 
refusing  shall  be  personally  responsible  for  tlie  non-fulfilment  of 
.such  contract  or  agreement.. 

Duties  and  Poivers  of  Trustees  with  respect  to  School  Property. 

41.  It  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees,  and  they  are  liereby 

empowered — 

(1.)  To  acquire,  take  and  hold  for  the  Corporation,  any  real  or  per- 
sonal property,  moneys  or  income  for  School  purposes,  and  to  apply  the 
»ame  according  to  the  terms  on  which  the  same  were  acquired  or  re- 
t^eived,  with  power,  when  so  authorized  by  the  School  District  in  ainuial 
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meeting,  or  in  meeting  called  for  such  purj^ose,  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the 
same,  and  apply  the  proceeds  towards  payment  of  charges  against  the 
District  for  purchase  or  erection  of  School  property,  if  such  charges 
exist  : 

(2.)  To  purchase  or  rent  lands  or  buildings  for  School  purposes,  con- 
tract for  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  School  buildings,  repair  and  keep 
in  order  and  insure  the  buildings  and  furniture,  procure  maps,  appar- 
atus, and  books,  and  generally  to  provide  for  All  School  services  as 
authorized  by  the  School  meeting  : 

(8.)  To  borrow,  when  authorized  by  the  School  meeting,  money  for 
the  purchase  or  improvement  of  grounds  for  School  purposes,  or  for  the 
purchase  or  building  of  School-houses,  or  for  the  furnishing  of  the  same : 
and  such  amoioits  shall  be  repaid  by  equal  yearly  instalments,  not  ex- 
ceeding scAen,  uiih  any  interest  accruing,  io  be  assessed  upon  the 
Distriet :  .nnd  thr  money  so  borrowed  sluiU  be  a  charge  upon  the  Dis- 
trict, and  for  money  so  borrow  ed  the  Trustees  sliall  have  power  to  give 
certificates  of  indebtedness  : 

(4.)  To  determine  the  site  of  the  School-houses,  subject  to  the  sanction 
of  the  Inspector  ;  and  when  a  location  for  the  erection  of  a  School-house 
and  necessary  buildings  has  been  so  selected,  ten  rods  at  least  from 
^ny  d\A  elling  house  in  Districts  other  than  Cities,  Tou  ns,  or  Villages, 
and  tlie  Trustees  are  nna1)le  to  agree  with  the  owner  thereof  for  the 
purchase,  they  may  lay  out  a  School  lot,  not  exceeding  forty  square 
rods,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  appraised  in  maimer  following,  that  is  to 
.say : — The  Trustees  shall  apply  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  a  warrant, 
who  is  hereby  required  to  grant  the  same,  directed  to  either  the  Sherifl', 
Deptity  Sheriff,  or  any  Constable  within  the  County,  commanding  hinj 
to  summon  five  disinterested  freeholders  of  the  County,  not  resident  in 
t  he  District,  at  a  certain  time  to  be  named  in  stich  warrant,  to  examine 
such  land,  the  said  Trustees,  or  any  one  of  them,  to  be  present ;  and 
the  said  Jury,  who  are  to  be  sworn  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  shall 
proceed  to  assess  the  same,  provided  it  ap])ears  to  them  that  the  Trus- 
tees had  given  personal  notice  to  such  owner  of  such  inquisition,  or  that 
notice  thereof  had  been  posted  in  two  public  places  of  the  District  six 
days  before  the  day  of  such  inquisition ;  and  shall  return  the  amount  of 
such  £i>53essment  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  on  payment  or  tender 
of  sueh  damages  the  Trustees  may  take  and  hold  such  lot. 

With  respect  to  Schools,  School  Teachers,  Books,  &c, 

42.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  th(i  Trustees,  and  they  are  hereby 
empowered! — 

(1.)  To  provide  School  privileges  free  of  charge  for  all  children  from 
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jive  to  t\A'eiity  years  of  age,  inclusive,  who  may  be  resident  in  the  Dis- 
trict, and,  when  authorized  by  the  School  meeting,  improved  School 
accommodation,  as  far  as  possible  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  twenty-nine,  with  power  to  admit  to  School  privileges  pupils 
from  other  Districts,  and  if  the  Trustees  shaU  deem  it  necessary,  they 
may  exact  from  such  pupils  a  reasonable  tuition  fee : 

(2.)  To  regulate  from  time  to  time,  with  the  aid  of  the  Teachers,  the 
attendance  of  pupils  in  the  several  departments  according  to  attain- 
ments, and  to  suspend  or  expel  any  pupil  from  School  whom  tlie 
Teacher  may  report  to  the  Trustees  as  persistently  disobedient,  or  ad- 
dicted to  any  vice  likely  to  affect  injuriously  the  character  of  other 
pupils,  until  the  Trustees  and  Teacher  shall  receiA'e  from  such  pupil 
assurance  of  reform : 

(3.)  To  employ  Teachers  for  the  District,  the  contract  to  be  in  writ- 
ing, and  to  suspend  or  dismiss  any  Teacher  for  gross  neglect  of  duty, 
or  for  immorality,  and  they  shall  forth\Adth  transmit  a  written  state- 
ment of  the  facts  to  the  Superintendent,  w^ho,  if  satisfied  of  the  correct- 
]iess  of  such  dismissal,  shall  not  aUow  to  such  Teacher  further  payment 
from  the  Prov  incial  Treasury  : 

(4.)  To  A  isit  at  least  monthly  each  School  under  their  charge,  and 
see  that  it  is  conducted  according  to  this  Act  and  the  liegulations  of 
the  Board  of  Education ;  to  notify  the  District  of  the  opening  or  re- 
opening of  the  Schools,  to  provide  for  the  health  of  the  School,  and  to 
see  that  the  Schools  are  properly  supplied  with  the  books  provided  by 
the  Board  of  Educiition,  and  that  no  unauthorized  books  are  used  : 

(5.)  If  any  parent,  master,  or  guardian,  after  notice  from  the  Trus- 
tees that  a  child  mider  the  care  of  such  person  is  unprovided  with  the 
necessary  School  books,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish  such  child 
with  the  books  required,  the  Trustees  shall,  subject  to  the  power  to 
exempt  indigent  persons,  furnish  them  at  the  expense  of  the  District, 
and  the  cost  thereof  may  be  collected  from  the  parents,  master  or  guar- 
dian by  warrant  of  the  Trustees  as  in  case  of  assessed  rates. 

Wit?i  respect  to  tlieir  organization. 
43,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees,  and  they  are  hereby 
empowered  to  meet  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  annual  election 
or  the  appointment  of  Trustees,  and  appoint  a  Secretary  to  the 
Corporation,  who  may  be  of  their  own  number,  and  who  shall 
forthwith  give  a  Bond  to  Her  Majesty,  with  two  sm-eties,  in  a  sum 
at  least  equal  to  that  to  be  raised  by  the  District  during  the  year, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  the 
same  shall  be  forthwith  lodged  by  the  Trustees  with  the  Clerk  of 
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the  Peace  for  the  County ;  and  such  Secretary  shall  keep  the 
records,  accounts  and  moneys  of  the  Board,  collect  a^nd  disburse 
all  School  moneys  of  the  District,  have  charge  of  the  Scliool 
property,  safely  keep  and  deliver  up  when  required  to  the  Trustees 
the  papers  and  moneys  of  the  Corporation,  including  the  Kecords  of 
the  School  meetings,  and  perform  all  other  duties  which  the  Board 
may  prescribe  in  relation  to  their  corporate  affairs :  Tlie  Secre- 
tary shall  be  entitled  to  receive  five  per  cent,  commission  on  all 
sums  collected  by  him,  or  under  his  direction,  for  the  support  of 
the  School  or  Schools,  excepting  in  cases  where  payment  shall 
voluntarily  be  made,  when  he  shall  receive  two  and  one  half  per 
cent,  on  the  amount  of  their  rate,  and  shall  make  a  deduction  to 
such  persons  of  two  and  a  half  per  cent ;  and  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  two  and  one  half  per  cent,  on  all  sums  collected  by  him  or 
under  his  direction  for  the  purchase  or  erection  of  a  new  School- 
house  or  houses,  and  for  the  purchase  and  improvement  of  School 
gTOunds. 

With  respect  to  the  Assessment  and  Collection  of  Bates. 

44.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees,  and  they  are  liereby 
empowered — 

(1.)  To  furnish,  in  case  the  School  meeting  shall  have  deterniined  to 
raise  money  for  any  School  purpose,  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  the 
County  in  which  the  District  or  any  part  of  it  may  be  situate,  a  list  of 
the  persons  resident  in  the  District,  and  of  persons  owning  property 
therein  being  non-residents  of  the  Parish  :  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace 
shall  set  opposite  each  name  the  amount  on  which  each  is  liable  to  he 
taxed,  as  set  out  hi  the  Assessment  Lists  for  the  year ;  and  for  every 
Hst  so  furnished  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  shall  be  entitled  to  receix  e  from 
the  Trustees  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents ;  but  if  the  number  of  persons 
on  the  Hst  so  furnished  does  not  exceed  twelve  the  fee  shall  he  twelve 
cents : 

(2.)  To  apportion  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  the  District  in  the  fol- 
lo-^dng  manner : — The^sum  of  one  doUar  shall  be  levied  as  a  poll  tax  as 
provided  in  Section  fourteen,  and  the  balance  of  the  sum  to  be  raised 
shall  be  levied  by  a  fair  apportionment  according  to  the  valuation  con- 
tained in  the  above  mentioned  list : 

(3.)  To  furnish  to  their  Secretary  a  list  of  the  Assessments  imder 
the  foregoing  Sectiou,]^with  instructions  in  writing  thereon,  signed  by 
the  Trustees,  authorizing  and  directing  the  Secretary  to  collect  from 
the  persons  therein  named  the  amounts  set  opposite  their  names  j  and 
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the  Secretary  shall  demand  the  several  amounts  from  the  persons  so 
assessed,  and  in  default  of  payment,  the  same  shall  be  collected  by  the 
Secretary  in  the  same  manner  as  near  as  may  be  as  other  rates  and 
taxes  are  collected  under  and  by  virtue  of  any  Iaiws  relating  to  the 
collection  thereof,  and  the  Trustees  shall  return  such  assessment  to  the 
General  Sessions,  or  to  a  Special  Sessions,  w  here  appeals  may  be  had 
.md  determined : 

(4.)  In  case  of  a  J udgment  being  recovered  against  the  Trustees  in 
their  corporate  capacity,  they  shall  satisfy  the  same  by  forthwith  causing 
an  assessment  to  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  other  assessments  on 
the  School  District : 

With  respect  to  Reports,  &c, 

45.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees — 

To  cause  to  be  prepared  and  read,  at  tlie  annual  meeting,  a 
Heport  for  the  year  then  ending,  which  Report  shall,  amongst 
other  things,  exhibit  a  full  account  of  the  receipt  and  expenditure 
of  all  School  moneys  during  such  year,  and  which  account  shall 
have  been  duly  audited  as  hereinafter  provided  : 

To  prepare  and  forward  to  the  Superintendent,  within  two 
weeks  after  the  close  of  each  School  term,  a  true  return,  duly 
sworn  to  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  of  the  state  of  the  School, 
according  to  the  form  drawn  up  for  that  purpose  be  the  Superin- 
tendent : 

To  call  all  meetings  as  provided  for  by  tin's  Act. 

AUDIT  OF  TRUSTEES'  ACCOUNTS. 
46.  The  Auditor  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  8hall,^at  least 
two  weeks  before  the  next  annual  meeting,  call  upon  the  Trustees 
to  submit  to  liini  their  accounts  for  the  year,  with  all  vouchers, 
agreements,  &c.,  and  shall  examine  into  and  decide  upon  the 
nccuracy  thereof,  and  whether  the  Trustees  have  truly  accounted 
for,  and  expended  for  School  purposes,  the  moneys  received  by 
them,  and  report  upon  such  accounts  at  the  annual  meeting; 
and  if  the  Auditor  object  to  the  lawfulness  of  any  expenditiu*e 
made  by  the  Trustees,  they  shall  submit  the  matters  in  difference 
to  such  meeting,  which  may  either  determine  the  same  or  submit 
the  same  to  the  Inspector,  whose  decision  shall  be  finaL 

TEACHERS. 

47.  Every  Teacher  shall  call  the  roll  every  morning  and  after- 
noon, and  otherwise  keep  a  daily  register  of  the  scholars  in  the 
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manner  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Education,  which  shall  be 
open  to  inspection  at  all  times;  he  shall  diligently  and  faithfully 
teach  all  the  branches  required  to  be  taught  in  the  School,  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  of  his  engagement  with  the  Trustees,  and 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  shall  maintain  proper 
order  and  discipline  therein;  and  any  Teacher  neglecting  to  keep 
an  accurate  register  as  aforesaid  shall  forfeit  the  amount  other- 
wise payable  to  him  out  of  the  Provincial  Treasury. 

48.  He  shall  have  a  care  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  School, 
and  to  such  end  shall  enforce  cleanliness,  and  report  to  the  Trus- 
tees the  appearance  of  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  in  the 
School. 

49.  He  shall,  during  each  half  year,  hold  a  public  examination 
of  the  School,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Trustees,  and 
to  the  parents  through  the  pupils;  he  shall,  through  the  pupils, 
give  notice  of  all  School  meetings  advertized  by  the  Trustees. 

50.  He  shall  make  to  the  half-yearly  return  of  the  Trustees  an 
affidavit  in  the  following  form : — 

I,  [name  of  Teacher']  a  duly  licensed  Teacher  of  the  

class,  do  swear  that  I  have  taught  and  conducted  the  School  (or* 

the  department  of  the  School)  in  District,  in 

accordance  with  law,  for  the  period  of  authorized  teaching 

days,  dm-ing  the  term  ended  A.  D.  18    ;  that  the  School 

Kegister  has  been  faithfully  and  impartially  kept,  and  that  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief  the  grand  total  days'  attendance, 

made  by  the  enrolled  pupils  in  the  said  period  was  ,  [the 

number  to  be  expressed  in  words  at  length] ;  that  my  agreement 
with  the  trustees  is  lawful,  and  that  there  is  no  collusive  imder- 
standing  by  which  any  portion  of  the  agreement  is  to  be  made  of 
no  effect.  [Name  of  Teacher.] 

Sworn  at  this  day  of

SUPERIOR  SCHOOLS. 

51.  When  any  District  shall  have  engaged,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Inspector,  a  competent  Teacher,  and  shall  have  raised  for  the 
support  of  such  Teacher  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  or  up- 
wards, it  may  receive  from  the  Provincial  Treasury  a  sum  equal 
to  the  amount  so  raised,  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  per

annum,  to  be  paid  to  the  Teacher  upon  it  appearing  to  the  Super- 
intendent that  tlie  School  has  been  satisfactorily  taught,  and  that 
payment  has  been  made  to  the  Teacher  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred 
dollars  or  upwards  per  annum  by  the  Trustees ;  but  not  more  than 
one  such  School  shall  be  allowed  in  any  one  Parish. 

LIBRARIES. 

52.  Whenever  any  School  District  sliall  raise  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Library,  or  adding  thereto,  the 
Board  of  Education  may  grant  to  it  a  sum  equal  to  one  half  the 
amount  so  raised,  not  to  exceed  twenty  dollars  in  any  one  year,  to 
be  expended  in  tlie  purchase  of  books  therefor. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

53.  The  Trustees  of  tlie  Grammar  School  of  any  County  may 
unite  with  tlie  Trustees  of  any  District  in  such  County  for  the 
management  and  support  of  the  Grammar  School,  subject  to  the 
approval  thereof  })y  tlie  Board  of  Education. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

54.  No  order  for  assessment  or  proceedings  of  any  School  meet- 
ing shall,  wdthin  two  years  after  this  Act  comes  into  operation,  be 
impeached  before  any  Court  for  irregularity  or  defect  of  notices  or 
otlier  proceedings;  but  any  party  complaining  may  appeal  to  the 
Inspector  witldn  fourteen  days  after  the  act  complained  of,  such 
appeal  to  be  in  writing  and  to  set  forth  specifically  the  grounds 
thereof,  and  the  Inspector  shall  forthwith  examine  into  and  decide 
the  same;  and  the  decision  of  the  Inspector,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Superintendent  within  fourteen  days  after  such  decision, 
shall  be  final,  and  shall  not  be  removed  l)y  certiorari ;  provided, 
however,  that  this  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Sessions  as  hereinbefore  provided  for  cases  of  undue  assessment. 

55.  From  and  after  the  time  limited  in  the  preceding  section, 
the  Judge  of  the  County  Com't  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  any 
School  meeting  within  the  Coimties  in  which  he  acts  as  Judge, 
receive  and  investigate  any  complaint  respecting  any  business 
transacted  at  such  meeting,  and  confirm  it  or  set  it  aside,  accord- 
ing as  he  may  think  that  substantial  justice  requires,  and  direct 
the  Trustees  ©r  Inspector  to  call  another  meeting  for  similar  pm- 
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poses,  or  make  such  order  as  tlie  justice  of  the  case  may  require, 
and  shall  order  payment  of  the  expenses  of  such  determination 
as  lie  may  judge  right. 

56.  All  penalties  and  forfeitures  under  this  Act  shall  be  recover- 
ed and  enforced  by  action  of  debt  in  any  Court  of  competent 
jm*isdiction  in  the  same  manner  as  a  private  debt. 

57.  In  all  cases  wherein  a  School-house  has.  been  built  within 
any  District,  and  is  owned  in  shares,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the 
majority  in  interest  of  the  owners  of  shares  to  sell  and  dispose  of 
the  same  to  the  District,  at  any  meeting  duly  held  after  ten  days 
notice  of  the  object  thereof,  at  the  price  such  meeting  shall  deter- 
mine upon,  or  as  may  be  realized  at  a  public  sale  thereof  duly 
advertized,  and  the  proceeds  of  sale  shall  be  divided  amongst  the 
proprietors  in  proportion  to  their  shares  in  interest  in  the  prop- 
erty. 

CITY  OF  ST.  JOHN  AND  CITY  OF  FEEDERICTON. 

58.  The  Schools  in  the  City  of  Saint  John  and  in  the  City  of 
Fredericton  shall  be  managed  as  follows : — 

(1.)  The  City  of  Saint  John  shaU,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  be 
one  entire  District ;  and  the  City  of  Fredericton  shall,  for  the  purposes 
of  this  Act,  be  one  entire  District ;  each  of  which  Districts  shall  be 
under  the  control  and  management,  for  School  pm'poses,  of  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  which  shall  be  a  corporate  body,  in  relation  to  all  the  powers 
and  duties  conferred  upon  it  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  and  shall  be  styled 
The  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  Saint  John  {or  Fredericton,  as  the 
case  may  he);  th.^.  organization,  rights,  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of 
each  of  which  Boards  shall  be  as  herein  defined : 

J^{(2.)  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  of 
whom  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  appoint  three,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  designated  as  Chairman,  and  the  Common  or  City  Council,  herein- 
after designated  as  the  Council,  shall  appoint  four,  to  hold  office  during 
pleasure:  A  majority  of  the  Board  shaU  constitute  a  quoriun,  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  Chairman  the  Board  shaU  temporarily  appoint  a 
Chairman : 

(3.)  The  Trustees"' shall  serve  without  reward,  nor  shall .  they  be  in- 
terested, directly  or  uidirectly,  otherwise  than  in  their  corporate  capacity, 
in  any  contract  authorized  by  this  Act ;  They  shall  meet  once  at  least 
each  month,  and  may  adjourn  for  a  shorter  time:  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  on  personal  notice  gi^■en  to  the  members 
of  the  Board,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  Board  may  prescribe: 
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(4.)  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  Secretary,  at  a  salary  not 
exceeding  eight  hundred  dollars  per  year :  The  Secretary  shall  keep 
a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  Board  may  prescribe  in  relation  to  its  corporate  affairs :  Such 
record,  or  a  transcript  thereof,  certified  by  the  Secretary,  shall  be  re- 
ceived in  aU  Courts  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  proceedings,  and 
such  record  and  all  books,  accounts,  ^  ouchers  and  papers  of  the  Board 
shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Education  and  any  Committee  of  the  Council : 

(5.)  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty, 
to  provide  sufficient  School  accommodation  and  tuition,  free  of  charge, 
to  aU  children  in  the  District  between  five  and  twenty  years  of  age 
inclusive,  and  for  such  piu-pose,  organize  and  establish  such  and  so 
many  Schools  as  it  shaU  deem  requisite,  with  po\^  er  to  alter  and  dis- 
continue the  same ;  to  piu'chase,  or  lease  lands,  or  buildings  for  School 
purposes;  to  erect,  enlarge,  alter,  repair  and  improve  School  buildings 
and  their  appurtenances,  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  case ;  to 
furnish  School-houses  and  procure  furniture,  maps,  and  apparatus,  and 
to  pro^•ide  text  boolvs  for  indigent  pupils ;  to  provide  fuel  and  Hght,  and 
defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  several  Schools  and  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees ;  to  have  the  custody  and  safe  keeping  of  the  School  pro- 
perty of  the  District,  and  to  insure  the  School  building  and  furniture ; 
to  determine  the  sites  of  the  School-houses ;  to  contract  with  and  pay 
the  wages  of  Teachers;  to  have  in  aU  respects,  and  subject  to  the 
Board  of  Education  and  Superintendent,  and  to  the  various  provisions 
of  this  Act,  the  superintendence,  supervision  and  management  of  the 
Schools  of  the  District;  to  notify  the  Comicil  of  the  amounts  required 
for  the  yearly  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Schools  as  hereinafter 
provided;  to  report  annually  to  the  Council  upon  the  expenditure  of 
the  moneys  received  by  the  Board  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act ;  to 
fiu'nish  semi-annually  to  the  Superintendent  of  Education  a  full  report 
of  its  proceedings  under  this  Act ;  also  retmms  of  aU  Schools  in  accoi'd- 
ance  with  the  forms  supplied  by  the  Superintendent ;  and  a  statement 
of  the  appropriation  of  all  moneys  received  by  the  Board  under  the 
provisions  of  tliis  Act ;  and  generally  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  exer- 
cise all  the  po\\  ers  and  be  subject  to  all  general  duties  of  Trustees  imder 
this  Act,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  impaired  or  affected  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Section  relating  to  the  management  of  Schools  in  tlie  Cities 
of  Saint  John  and  Eredericton  : 

(6.)  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  for  the 
purchase  of  School  lands  or  buildings,  and  for  the  erection  of  School 
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buildings,  and,  when  sanctioned  by  the  Council,  for  the  permanent  re- 
pair and  fnrnisliing  of  School  buildings  : 

(7.)  To  enable  the  Board  to  borrow  money,  it  may  issue  Debentures, 
to  be  called  School  Debentures,  in  such  form  and  for  such  sums  as  may 
be  decided  upon,  redeemable  in  twenty  five  years  from  the  date  thereof, 
with  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  half 
yearly,  which  Debentures  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  District :  The  Deben- 
tures shall  be  sealed  M"ith  the  Seal  of  the  Board',  and  signed  by  the 
Chaii'man  and  coimtersigned  by  the  Secretary,  provided  that  the  whole 
amount  of  such  Debentures  shall  not  exceed  for  the  City  of  Saint  John 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  for  the  City  of  Prederic- 
ton  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  : 

(8.)  The  proportion  of  the  County  School  Fund  apportioned  to  the 
said  Districts  shall  be  paid  to  the  respective  Boards  on  the  order  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Education : 

(9.)  Any  sum  required  for  the  yearly  support  and  maintenance  of 
the  Schools,  and  for  the  due  execution  of  the  different  powers  and  trusts 
vested  in  the  Board  by  this  Act,  other  than  for  the  purposes  mentioned 
in  sub-section  seven,  including,  amongst  other  things,  the  sums  required 
for  the  payment  of  the  Teachers'  salaries  over  and  above  the  amount 
payable  out  of  the  Legislative  Grant  and  County  School  Fund,  the  rent- 
al of  lands  and  buildings,  the  care  of  School  property,  fuel,  light,  and 
insurance,  the  purchase  of  School  Books  for  indigent  pupils,  and  of 
maps  and  apparatus,  the  interest  payable  on  Debentures  issued  by  the 
Board,  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Board  including  the  salary  of  its 
Secretary,  with  all  the  other  current  expenses,  and  expenses  of  mainte- 
nance, shaU  be  determined  upon  annually  by  the  Board,  which  shall, 
previous  to  the  order  for  the  assessment  for  general  City  purposes,  notify 
the  Council  of  the  aggregate  of  such  amounts,  but  such  aggregate  ex- 
clusive of  the  interest  payable  on  Debentures,  shall  not,  Avithout  the 
sanction  of  the  Council,  in  any  one  year  exceed  twice  the  amount  re- 
ceived by  the  District  in  the  year  then  next  preceding  from  the  Provin- 
cial Treasury  and  County  School  Fund,  or  in  the  first  year  after  the 
passing  thereof,  four  times  the  amount  received  by  the  District  in  the 
year  then  next  preceding  from  the  Provincial  Treasury  : 

(10.)  The  Board  shall  at  the  same  time  notify  the  Council  of  the 
amount  required  for  furnishing  the  School  buildings,  repairing,  enlarge- 
ing,  altering  or  improving  the  School  buildings  and  premises,  and  the 
Council  shall  determine  whether  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  shaU  be 
raised  by  Debentures,  to  be  issued  by  the  Board  as  aforesaid,  or  by  yearly 
assessment  as  herein  next  provided : 
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(11.)  The  Council  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  on  such  notifica- 
tion, and  on  the  request,  luider  Seal,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  cause 
to  be  ]e\ied  and  collected  at  the  time  of  levying  and  collecting  other  City 
taxes,  a  sum  sufficient,  after  deducting  costs  of  collection  and  probable 
loss,  to  yield  such  amount  so  determined  upon  by  the  Board,  with  such 
further  amoiuit  as  the  Council  shall  sanction  above  the  limit  heretofore 
prescribed,  or  for  the  purposes  hereinbefore  in  such  Section  mentioned ; 
such  amounts  to  be  levied  and  collected  from  the  District  for  which  the 
same  may  be  required,  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say : — A  tax  of 
one  dollar  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  upon  the  pole  of  e^  ery  male  in- 
habitant of  the  District  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards, 
and  the  balance  of  the  sum  so  required  shall  be  levied  and  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  City  taxes,  and  the  sum  so  raised  shall  be 
paid  by  the  City  Chaimberlain  or  Treasiu'er,  as  the  case  may  be,  on  the 
order  of  the  Board : 

(12.)  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  hereby  autliorized,  \\ith  the  sanction 
of  the  Council,  to  co-operate  with  the  go^  erning  body  of  any  School  ex- 
istent at  the  passage  hereof,  on  such  terms  as  to  the  Board  shall  seem 
right :  but  any  such  arrangement  shall  be  annual  in  its  nature,  and 
shall  be  determinable  by  effluxion  of  time,  or  on  breach  of  conditions, 
and  shall  not  include  the  building  or  furnishing  of  School-houses,  and 
in  such  cases  the  Board  may  make  aUowaiice  to  such  Schools  out  of  the 
funds  under  its  control ;  but  no  public  funds  shall  be  granted  in  sup- 
port of  any  School  imless  the  same  be  a  free  School,  and  conducted  in 
every  respect  in  conformity  v>ith  this  Act  and  the  regidations  of  the 
Board  of  Education : 

(13.)  The  Coiuicil  shall  annually  appoint  two  Auditors  to  audit  the 
Accounts  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  expenses  of  such  audit  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Board  : 

(14.)  The  title  of  all  School  property  shall  be  vested  injthe  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  sucli  property  shall  not  be  subject  to  taxation,  or  be  liable 
\o  be  taken  in  execution;  but  in  case  of  any  judgment  being  recovered 
against  the  Board  of  Trustees,  they  shall  forth witli  notify  the  Council 
of  the  amount  thereof,  and  the  like  steps  shall  be  taken  by  the  Council 
to  levy  and  collect  the  same,  as  in  other  cases  provided  for  by  this  Act. 

(15.)  All  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  except  as  herein  other\A  ise  pro- 
vided, shall  extend  to  the  City  of  Saint  John  and  to  the  City  of  Frederic- 
ton. 

INCORPORATED  TOWNS,  &c. 

59.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  relating  to  Schools  in  the  Cities 
of  Saint  John  and  Fredericton,  mny,  as  hereinafter  provided,  be 
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extended  to  any  Town  now  incorporated,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  incorporated,  with  the  substitution  of  the  words  "  Town  Coun- 
cil" for  "City  Council,"  "Treasurer  or  other  fiscal  officer"  for 
"  Chamberlain ; "  and  the  amount  of  Debentures  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  limited  for  the  City  of  Fredericton,  and  such  Debentures 
shall  be  payable  in  ten  years  after  date  thereof;  provided  always, 
that  the  Town  Cotmcil  shall,  at  a  meeting  callefl  for  such  purpose, 
determine  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  such  provisions,  and  shall, 
under  the  corporate  seal,  certify  the  same  to  the  Grovernor  in 
Council,  who  shall  appoint  a  proportion  of  the  Trustees,  as  provid- 
ed for  the  Cities  of  Saint  John  and  Fredericton. 

60.  That  all  Schools  conducted  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  be  non-sectarian. 

KEPEALING  CLAUSE. 

61.  An  Act  21st  Victoria,  Chapter  9,  intituled  An  Act  relating 
to  Parish  Schools ;  also  an  Act  26th  Victoria,  Chapter  7,  intituled 
An  Act  in  amendment  of  the  Act  2\st  Victoria,  Chapter  9,  in- 
tituled An  Act  relating  to  Parish  Schools ;  also  Section  2  of  an 
Act  30th  Victoria,  Chapter  37,  intituled  An  Act  relating  to 
Ch^ammar,  Superior,  and  Common  Schools ;  and  all  Acts  or  parts 
of  Acts  inconsistent  herewith  or  repugnant  hereto  are  hereby 
repealed. 

OPERATION. 

62.  This  Act  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-two ;  but  the  Board  of  Education  and  Superintendent, 
under  the  Act  relating  to  Parish  Schools,  are  hereby  empowered 
to  take  such  prelimenary  action  as  they  may  deem  necessary  in 
pursuance  of  Section  six,  Sub-sections  three,  four  and  five,  and 
Section  seven ;  Sub-sections  four  and  five,  and  Sections  fifty-eight 
and  fifty-nine  shall  be  operative  so  far  on  the  passage  hereof  as 
to  permit  the  appointment  of  the  Boards  of  Trustees,  and  in  incor- 
porated Towns  the  adoption  of  the  provisions  relating  to  the 
Cities  of  Saint  John  and  Fredericton,  and  the  appointment  of 
Boards  of  Trustees  in  such  Towns  as  contemplated  by  such  Sec- 
tions, and  such  preliminary  action  by  such  Boards,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  secure  School  accommodation ;  and  if  in  any  County 
the  Sessions  shall,  previous  to  the  said  first  day  of  January, 
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order  the  assessment  for  general  County  purposes  for  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  such 
County  shall  at  such  time  proceed  as  provided  by  Section  twelve 
of  this  Act  to  secure  a  County  School  Fund. 
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Education  Office,  Fredericton,  N.  B.,  )

The  following  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Education  are  pub- 
lished for  the  information  of  the  people  generally,  and  for  the 
guidance  of  Teachers  aud  those  who  may  be  selected  to  discharge 
public  duties  under  the  operation  of  the  foregoing  Act  relating 
to  Common  Schools. 

Exhaustive  References  to  the  Act  are  prefixed  to  each  sub- 
ject of  regulation ;  and  copious  Remarks  are  interspersed,  with  a 
view  of  rendering  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  Act,  and  the 
Regulations  made  under  its  authority,  more  easily  attainable  by 
School  Officers  and  the  people  at  large. 

The  Common  School  Service  is  to  be  conducted,  on  and  after 
the  first  day  ol  January  next,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the 
foregoing  Act,  and  the  Regulations  herein  published.

Refehences  to  the  Act. — Board  of  Education  empowered  to  divide  the 
Province  into  School  Districts,  to  create  new  Districts  from  time  to  time,  to 
alter  boundaries :  area  of  Districts,  Sec.  6  (3).— The  Cities  of  St.  John  and  Fred- 
ericton (and  incorporated  Towns  organized  under  Sec.  59,)  to  be  each  one  Dis- 
trict, Sec.  58  (1).

Regulation  1. — After  January  1st,  1872,  applications  to  the 
Board  of  Education  for  changes  in  the  established  boundaries  of 
any  School  District,  are  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Chief  Superin- 
tendent^ through  the  County  Inspector. 
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Ee:mauk. — The  requirements  of  the  Law  [Sees.  29,  42  (2)]  respect- 
ing the  grading  of  Schools,  the  employing  of  teachers  and  class-room 
assistants,  and  the  classification  of  the  pupils  according  to  their  attain- 
Mients,  render  it  highly  advantageous  to  establish  Districts  of  good  size. 
Experience  has  shown  that  small  Districts  usually  have  inefficient 
Schools.  The  resources  of  the  people  should  be  concentrated,  with  a 
view  to  the  establishment,  thoroiujh  equipment,  and  permanent  mainten- 
ance of  SeJiools  of  a  liigh  order.  In  this  way  good  Schools  may  be 
created,  accessible  to  all  the  people,  without  imposing  burthens  upon 
any.  Parents  living  near  the  extremes  of  the  Districts,  can,  in  most 
cases,  secure  conv  eyance  of  their  children  to  and  from  School  during 
inclement  weather.  The  Board  of  Education  earnestly  desires  that  the 
people  of  every  District  should  enjoy  the  benefits  conferred  by  a  per- 
manent and  efficient  School.

2.  From  the  School  Fund  provided  hij  County  A.'^sesainent.  Sees.  12,58  (15),  to 
be  apportioned  by  the  Chief  Superintendei'it  to  the  Trustees  of  the  School 
Districts  within  each  County,  as  follows : — 

(1)  At  the  rat  e  of  §20  for  the  school  ■vear,  in  consideration  of  each  licensed  Teaclier  employed  of 
xchafrrcr  dnss.  Sees.  13,  58  (15)  (8). 

(2)  The  balance,  hy  an  eciual  rate  per  pupil  according  to  the  average  number  of  pupils  in  attend- 
ance at  School,  and  the  number  of  teaching  days  the  School  has  been  open.  Sees.  13,  58;(15) 
(8).  The  Trustees  of  Districts  recognized  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  as  poor  Districts  in 
any  ye<XY,  to  recei\  e,  in  this  latter  apportionment,  special  aid  not  exceeding  one  third  more  per 
jnqnl  than  the  Trustees  of  other  Districts  within  the  Count>-,  Sec.  19. 

One-half  of  the  County  fund  to  be  apportioned  and  paid  semi-annually,  Sec.  13. 

3.  Any  sum  required  by  any  District  in  sup])lement  of  the  above  in  aid  of 
Salaries,  to  be  deterniined  by  the  District  School  Meeting,  Sees.  14,  27,  (  or 
annually  by  certain  Boards  of  Trustees,  Sec.  58  (9)  ]  and  to  be  raised  by 
District  assessment,  Sees.  0,  14,  18,  58  (11). 

Trustees  to  employ  Teachers  (and  assistants),  to  be  responsible  for  their 
salaries  over  and  alxn  e  their  Frovmcial  grant,  accordhig  to  the  terms  of  a 
written  contract  made  with  them  under  authority  of  the  Act,  Sees.  42  (3),  47, 
58  (1)  (5),  40,  44  (4) ;  and  to  suspend  or  dismiss  any  Teacher  for  gross  neglect 
of  duty,  or  immorality,  and  notify  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  any  such  action, 
Sec.  42  (3). 

The  Board  of  Education  empowered  to  make  regulations  under  which  moneys 
may  be  drawn  and  expended,  Sec.  G  (7). 


Re^iaek  ]  . — It  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  of  ProAincial  and 
County  moneys  to  be  expended  in  any  District  in  aid  of  Schools,  will 
-depend  almost  exclusively  upon  loc<d  exertion,  or  the  direct  efforts  made 
by  the  inhabitants  of  each  District  in  maintaining  their  own  Schools. 
The  14th  Section  of  the  Act  enables  the  people  of  every  District  to  put 
forth  local  effort  to  an  extent  commensurate  with  their  means  to  pro- 
vide a  good  School  for  aU  their  children,  and  every  such  effort  wiU  be 
duly  supplemented  by  funds  from  the  County  and  ProAince.    But  no 
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public  moneys  will  be  received  by  Districts  which  fail  to  establish 
►Schools  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

Eemark  2. — The  sum  to  be  received  by  the  Teacher  from  the  Pro- 
vince is  definite,  but  the  exact  amount  that  will  be  received  by  the 
Trust-ees  from  the  County  Fund  on  accoimt  of  the  average  attendance 
of  pupils,  cannot  be  known  at  the  time  of  the  School  meeting.  The 
meeting  should,  therefore,  be  careful  in  voting  its  estimates  to  authorize 
a  siun  amply  sufficient  to  enable  the  Trustees  to  meet  the  liabilities  of 
the  School  year.  Any  balance  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees, 
is,  of  course,  to  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  next  School  year,  while 
any  deficit  arising  from  an  authorized  expenditure  may  be  carried  for- 
ward and  provided  for  in  the  estimates  of  the  following  year. 

Re^iark  3. — The  providing  of  a  fair  or  even  a  liberal  salary  for  the 
Teacher  \atJ1  be  found  the  best  economy.  Every  Teacher  should  receive 
whatever  his  services  wiQ  command  in  the  educational  market.  If  Dis- 
tricts vie  with  each  other  in  providing  a  competency  for  the  efficient  and 
worthy  Teacher,  there  will  soon  be  no  reason  to  complain  of  lack  of 
men  and  women  of  high  qualifications  in  the  teacliing  profession. 

Assistants  (i.  e.  those  employed  in  class-rooms,  see  p.  6,  Eem.  2,  3) 
Avill  not,  of  course,  expect  so  much  remvmeration  as  Teachers  upon 
whom  is  devolved  the  management  of  Schools  or  departments.  The 
Act  pro^  ides  one  half  the  amount  of  Teachers'  allowance  from  the  Pro- 
vincial Treasury  to  licensed  persons  employed  as  assistants.  The  Trus- 
tees wiU  not  receive  any  simi  from  the  County  Pmid  in  consideration  of 
an  assistant,  but  they  will  receiv  e  from  this  Pund  an  equal  sum  per 
pupil  on  the  average  attendance  of  the  entire  ScJwol,  whether  taught 
whoUy  by  a  Teacher,  or  by  a  Teacher  and  one  or  two  class-room  assist- 
ants. It  may  sometimes  occur  that  some  advanced  pupil  in  the  District 
would  render  A  aluable  aid  in  the  capacity  ol  an  assistant,  during  four 
hours  of  the  day,  and  Trustees  may  employ  such  if  they  desire,  if  didy 
qualified  as  provided  under  the  regidations  :  Of  qualifications  of  TeacJi- 
ersy    See  also,  "  Of  the  Grading  of  Sc?iools." 

Regulation  2.  —  Forin  of  Teacher's  Agreement:  Each 
Teacher  and  assistant  before  entering  on  duty  in  any  District,  is 
to  make  a  written  agreement  with  the  Board  of  Trustees,  (each 
party  retaining  a  duly  executed  copy  of  the  same),  in  accordance 
with  the  following  form : — 

Contract  made  this  day  of  A.  D.  18    ,  between  \vame  of  Teacher 

or  Assistant],  holding  a  valid License  of  the  class,  granted  mider  the 

authority  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  New  Brunswick,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  Teacher,  of  the  one  part ;  and  "The  Trustees  of  School  District  Nmn- 

ber  —  in  the  Parish  of  in  the  Coimty  of  [or  "  The  Board  of  School 

Trustees  of  Saint  John,"  ar  as  the  case  may  be'],  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
School  Corporation,  of  the  other  part. 

The  Teacher,  in  consideration  of  the  below-mentioned  Agreement  by  the 
School  Corporation,  hereby  agrees  with  the  School  Corporation  diligently  and 
faithfully  to  teach  a  School  in  the  said  District  during  the  School  Year  [or 
Term]  ending  on  the  day  of  A.  D.  18  ,  or  as  much  thereof  as  is  un- 
expired. 
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And  the  School  Corporation  agrees  with  the  Teacher  licensed  as  aforesaid,  to 
pay  the  Teacher  in  half-yearly  instalments,  [or  quarterly,  or  monthly,  as  may 
be  agreed  upmi  \  at  the  rate  of  dollars  for  the  School  Year  \or  TerniJ  exclu- 
sive of  the  Provincial  allowance  to  be  received  by  the  Teacher  from  the  Chief 
Superintendent.* 

And  it  is  mutually  agreed  that  this  Contract  shall  continue  from  School  Year 
to  School  Y'ear,  unless  notice  in  writing  of  an  intention  to  determine  the  same 
shall  be  given  hj  either  of  the  parties  hereto  at  least  one  month  before  the 
time  herein  limited,  or  the  time  to  which  the  same  may  be  so  as  above  con- 
tinued. 

And  it  is  mutually  agreed  that  both  parties  to  this  contract  shall  be  in  all 
respects  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Common  Schools  Act,  1871,  and  any 
Acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  and  the  regulations  there- 
under made  by  the  Board  of  Education.!

Regulation  3. — Fixed  Salaries:  The  amount  which  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  any  District  is  to  receive  from  the  County 
Fund,  being  largely  dependent  on  the  regularity  with  which  the 
pupils  are  kept  at  School,  and  therefore  unknown  at  the  date  of 
the  written  agreement  (Reg.  2)  to  be  made  with  any  Teacher  or 
assistant;  the  Chief  Superintendent  is  not  to  recognize  any  con- 
tract by  which  a  Teacher  or  assistant  may  agree  to  receive  such 
unknown  sum  as  a  portion,  or  the  whole,  of  his  or  her  remunera- 
tion from  the  Trustees,  but  shall  require  that  a  fixed  and  definite 
sum  or  rate  be  distinctly  named  in  each  and  every  agreement. 


Of  the  Grading  of  Schools. 

Eeferences  to  the  Act. — Pupils  to  be  classified  into  Elementary,  Ad- 
vanced, and  High  Schools,  wherever  the  population  is  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose, Sec.  29.  Different  gi-ades  of  these  divisions  to  be  established  in  very 
populous  Districts,  Sec.  29,  {last  clause). 

When  the  Ti-ustees  establish  more  than  one  department  or  School  in  a  Dis- 
trict, all  the  pupils  are  to  be  classified  according  to  attainments,  Sec.  29  {third, 
fourth,  fifth  and  sivth  clauses,  58  (15);  and  are  to  attend  such  department  as 
they  shall  be  found  qualified  for,  as  determined  by  the  Trustees  aided  hy  the 
Teachers,  Sees.  42  (2),  58  (15). 

Eemark  1. — The  more  dense  the  population,  other  things  being 
equal,  the  more  cheaply  and  efficiently  can  Schools  be  carried  on.  The 
Board  of  Education  would  call  the  special  attention  of  School  officers, 
and  all  interested  in  the  promotion  of  good  Schools,  to  the  necessity  of 
a  careful  compliance  with  the  expHcit  provisions  of  the  Law  in  this 
matter.  The  following  are  some  of  the  advantages  secured  by  the 
grading  of  the  Schools,  prescribed  by  the  Law : —

specified  here  in  continuance,  using  the  words  "together  with," 
t  See  Act,  Sec,  50. 
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(1.)  san'.'<  Time  and  Labor.— In  niiscollaneous  Scliools  t!i3  attainments  of  the  pupils  are 
\  avied,  and  the  niiml>er  of  the  classes  must  be  large.  In  each  branch  of  stndy  several  classes  are 
re<iuired,  to  instruct  which  requires  far  more  time  and  labor  than  if  the  attainments  of  the  pupils 
were  such  as  to  permit  the  Teacher  to  combine  all  the  classes  in  a  given  branch  into  one,  or  at 
most,  two  classes.  Graded  Schools  diminish  the  number  of  separate  classes,  and  thus  save  time 
and  labour. 

(2.)  Jt  diminishes  the  Cost  of  Teaching— 1(  graded  Schools  lessen  tlie  number  of  classes,  they 
likewise  lessen  the  number  of  Teachers  required  to  conduct  tiiem,  and  in  this  waj-  diminish  the 
cost  of  teaching. 

It  renders  Teaching  more  Effective.— Eot\i  jnipils  and  teachers  take  less  interest  in  small 
elasses  than  in  those  which  are  of  good  size.  Every  one  conversant  with  Schools  is  aAvare  that  a 
class  of  ten  or  lifteeu  jjupils  will  make  gi-eater  progress  than  one  composed  of  two  or  three.  The 
pupils  being  of  about  tlie  same  attainments,  aach  feels  the  influence  of  his  fellows,  and  thus  all 
are  stimulated  to  liigh  efforts  and  honorable  emulation. 

By  grading,  it  becomes  possible  for  Trustees  to  give  the  Schools  the  advantiige  of  the  special 
talents  or  ta>t(.s  of  Teachers.  But  few  persons  can  teach  ten  or  a  dozen  branches  equally  well. 
Yet  this  number  is  often  required  in  miscellaneous  or  ungraded  Schools.  Well-managed  graded 
Schools  will  be  conducted  by  Teachers  chosen  for  their  special  litness  for  the  departments  of  wliich 
t\\<}y  have  charge. 

(1.)  It  2'/roinotes  Good  Order. — From  the  very  nature  of  theh-  organization,  graded  Schools  admit 
better  system  and  discipline  than  is  possil)le  in  miscellaneous  Schools.  When  large  and  small 
pupils  are  taught  in  the  same  apartment,  many  sources  of  disorder  arise  which  tlieir  separation 
woidd  remove.  The  easiest  School  to  govern,  other  tilings  being  e<iual,  is  one  composed  of  pupils 
of  nearly  the  same  attainments  and  years. 

(').)  It  prompts  the  Ambition  of  Pi'pi/s.— The  pupil  knows  that  there  are  higher  deixirtni,ent«; 
of  the  Scliool ;  he  sees  his  companions  transferred  to  them,  and  he  naturally  gives  himself  to  'dili- 
gent study  to  hasten  his  own  promotion.  If  .judiciously  managed,  the  constant  spur  of  such  a 
motive  may  be  made  a  powerful  element  of  success  in  school  work. 

(6.)  It  renders  it  possible  to  give  considerable  Instruction  in  the  Higher  Jiranchcs  of  learning. — 
There  is  but  one  opinion  among  those  who  are  competent  to  judge,  as  to  the  value  of  what  are 
railed  the  higher  bnmches  of  education  ;  and  that  is,  that  no  one  is  able  to  apjn-eoiatc  the  true 
wortli  of  knowledge  who  neglects  the  studj'  of  them.  To  develop  the  tiilents  of  our  people,  and 
to  place  the  children  alike  of  the  poor  and  tiio  rich  on  the  road  to  liberal  learning,  tiie  course  of 
study  must  be  sufficiently  extensise  to  embrace  at  least  the  elements  of  several  of  the  liigher 
branches.  But  this  cannot  be  done  in  a  siitisfactory  degree,  in  a  miscellaneons  school,  ■without 
neglecting  those  branches  of  study  which  must  always  hold  the  first  place  in  the  Common 
Schools.  To  do  .iustice  to  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  British  history  ,  and  English 
grammar,  is  well-nigh  the  utmost  limit  of  the  Teacher's  ability'.  The  law,  then-fore,  most  wisely 
requires  the  grading  of  the  Schools  in  all  populous  places,  otherwise  the  educiition  of  the  vast 
majority  of  our  people  wouM  of  necessity  stop  at  this  point. 

(7.)  It  brings  the  means  of  an  Advanced  Education  within  the  reach  of  the  Homes  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  'children. — It  has  been  shown  that  by  the  grading  of  Schools  the  elements  of  an  advanced 
education  can  be  taught  in  them  witli  a  good  degree  of  success ;  and  this,  in  very  many  cases, 
removes  tlic  necessity  of  children  leaving  home  to  obtain  an  education.  The  dangers  of  school 
life  generally  increase  in  proportion  to  the  distance  the  child  is  removed  from  the  family.  A 
sj  stem  adapted  to  secure  a  good  education,  and  which  at  the  same  time  permits  the  pupif  to  be 
iinder  the  immediate  charge  of  his  piirents,  must  commend  itself  to  every  right-tliinking  [xirent 
and  earnest  educator. 

Remaiik  2. — Only  in  thicldv  settled  rural  districts,  in  villages,  towns, 
and  cities,  is  it  possil^Je  to  have  graded  JSehools.  Yet  the  Board  of 
Education  \Aishes  to  ])oint  out  to  the  inhabitants  of  aU  Districts  having 
a  school  attendance  of  upwards  of  r)0  children,  tliat  the  La\\',  in  requir- 
ing class-rooms  and  assistants,  designs  to  realize  for  tlieir  Schools  the 
nearest  ap])roximation  to  regular  grading  that  is  possible  in  the  circum- 
stances. This  arrangement  will,  in  any  case,  require  but' slight  changes 
in  School  houses : 

(].)  Wherever  from  50  to  80  pupils  can  be  brought  togetlicr,  the  Law  requires  that  there  be 
sufficient  sittings  for  all  of  them  in  the  School-room,  and  that  there  be  a  good  class-room  attached. 
The  Teacher  is  to  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  whole,  while  the  assisumt  is  to  render  aid 
by  drawing  off  from  time  to  time  during  the  day,  classes;  into  the  smaller  room.  In  man^-  oral 
lessons,  re\iews,  and  the  like,  the  Teacher  can  so  adapt  the  exercise  as  to  interest  the  entiir 
school.  By  the  employment  of  a  Teacher  and  an  assistant,  the  instruction  can  be  rendered  highly 
efficient. 

(2.)  Where  there  are  from  SO  to  100  pupils  in  attendance,  sittings  are  to  be  furnished  for  tliem 
all  in  the  School-room,  and  two  class-rooms  are  to  be  provided  off  the  School-room.  One  Teacher 
and  two  assistants  are  required.  If  thenumlwrof  pupils  reaches  100  or  upwards,  it  Mill  gener- 
ally be  found  best  to  provide  two  apartments  (under  tftie  sjime  roof,  if  possible,)  and  to  grade  ttie 
School  into  an  elementary  and  an  advanced  department,  with  a  Teacher  for  each.  The  employ- 
ment of  a  second  Teacher  will  secure  to  the  Trustees  about  $20  more  ttnnually  from  the  County 
Fund.   See  "  Of  the  iialarics  of  I'cacheis,"  p.  3. 
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Eemark  3. — The  advantages  of  the  above  plans  are  A^ery  obvious. 
The  older  children  can  lend  their  protection  to  the  younger  ones  in 
going  to  and  coming  from  School.  The  increasing  number  of  puj^ils 
can  be  accommodated  by  enlarging  existing  houses  whenever  tliey  are 
sufficiently  good  to  warrant  it.  The  Trustees  v.  ill  be  enabled  to  seciu-e 
qualified  persons  as  Teachers,  since  they  can  better  aftbrd  to  pay  good 
salaries.  The  assistants  could,  in  some  cases,  be  chosen  from^  among 
the  oldest  and  best  qualified  pupils  ;  their  services  would  not  usually  be 
required  more  than  four  hours  a  day,  and  they  A^ji^uld  need  but  a 
moderate  compensation.  Under  the  direction  of  an  efficient  Teacher, 
they  woiJd  do  fair  work,  especially  if  selected  because  they  desired  to 
become  Teachers.    See  Eemark  3,  p.  4. 

Regulation  4. — Attendance  and  County  Fund — Limita- 
tion :  In  the  semi-annual  apportionment  of  the  County  Fund  to 
the  various  Boards  of  Trustees,  the  Chief  Superintendent  is  not 
to  recognize  any  attendance  on  a  department  or  School  in  excess 
of  an  average  of  fifty  pupils  daily  present  for  the  time  the  de- 
partment or  school  has  been  open  during  the  Term,  unless  in  the 
case  of  cities,  towns,  villages,  and  populous  rural  Districts,  it 
shall  appear  that  the  whole  number  of  pupils  registered  in  the 
department  did  not  exceed  fifty-six;  and,  in  the  case  of  rural 
Districts  generally,  that  the  requirements  respecting  the  number 
of  sittings  in  the  school-room,  and  the  employment  of  class-room 
assistants,  have  been  duly  regarded. 


Of  School  Buildings  and  Furniture. 

References  to  the  Act. — Extent  and  character  of  accommodation  to  be 
provided,  Sees.  29,  42  ( 1),  58  (5). 

The  Board  of  Education  empowered  to  x^rescribe  plans  for  the  construction 
and  furnishing  of  School  houses,  Sec.  6  (5). 

School  buildings  and  furniture  to  be  j)rovided  by  District  assessment,  Sec.  9: 
— by  purchase,  lease,  the  alteration  or  repair  of  existing  accommodation  if  not 
already  sufficient,  or  by  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  or  the  jiurchase  of  new 
furniture,  Sees.  14,  41  (2),  ,58  (5). 

Money  may  be  borrowed  by  the  District  for  the  imreliase  or  erection  of  School 
buildings,  and  for  the  purchase  of  School  furniture,  Sees.  9,  41  (3);  and  by 
cities  and  certain  incorporated  towns,  for  the  purchase  or  erection  of  School 
buildings.  Sec.  58  (6)  (7),  and  lolien  authorized  by  the  Council,  for  the  permanent 
improvement  of  buildings  and  premises,  and  the  purchase  of  furniture.  Sec.  58 
(6)  (10), 

Existing  School  houses  owned  m  shares  may  be  sold  by  vole  ot  the  majority 
in  interest  of  the  owners.  Sec.  57. 

Trustees  are  to  erect  and  furnish  School  houses  by  contract.  Sees.  42  (2),  .58 
(3)  (15) ;  to  have  a  corporate  interest  only,  in  any  such  contract,  Sees.  39,  58  (3) ; 
to  exercise  all  their  corporate  powers  for  the  fulfilment  of  all  agi-eements  made 
by  them,  Sees.  40,  44  (4) ;  to  hold  School  buildings  in  trust  for  the  District, 
Sees.  31,  41  (1),  58  (1)  (14),  and  to  keep  them  in  good  order  and  repair,  |  as 
authorized  by  the  School  meeting,  Sec.  41  (2)],  Sec.  58;  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the 
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same,  [when  authorised  by  the  District,  Sec.  41  (1)],  Sec.  58  (5);  and  to  keep 
the  School  buildings  and  furniture  insured  [when  authorized  by  the  School 
meeting,  Sec.  41  (2)  J,  Sec.  58  (5). 
For  site  of  School  House,  see  "  Of  School  Grounds,^'  p.  12. 


Regulation  5, — Capacity  of  /School-room:  At  least  150 
cubic  feet  of  air,  or  7  square  feet  of  area,  are  to  be  allowed  for 
each  sitting  provided. 

Eemabk  1. — Every  pupil  should  have  room  to  sit  and  move  without 
being  confined  or  jostled.  Every  child  lias  a  right  to  his  own  personality 
and  his  own  share  of  uncontaminated  air.  Comfort  and  convenience  in 
sitting  and  moving  depend  upon  the  area  of  the  room ;  the  quantity  of 
air,  upon  the  area  and  the  height  combined.  The  height  of  the  smallest 
School-room  should  be  twelve  feet,  and  this  should  be  increased  even  up 
to  sixteen  feet  in  the  larger  houses.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-cubic  of 
air  for  each  sitting  is  better  than  one  hundred  and  fifty. 

Eemaek  2. — In  building,  new  houses,  sittings  shoidd  generally  be 
provided  for  about  one-quarter  of  the  entire  population  of  the  District. 

Regulation  6. — Cloak  Rooms:  A  hall  or  room  separate 
from  the  School-room,  for  depositing  hats,  cloaks,  &c.,  and  supplied 
with  hooks  or  pegs,  regularly  numbered,  should  be  provided  for 
each  school  or  department ;  and  wherever  the  building  will  permit, 
two  such  rooms  should  be  supplied,  one  for  the  use  of  the  boys, 
and  the  other  for  the  use  of  the  girls. 

Regulation  7. — Form  of  Desks  and  Seats:  Whenever 
new  furniture  for  pupils  is  procured  by  any  District,  it  is  pre- 
scribed that  the  desks  do  not  accommodate  more  than  two  pupils 
each ;  that  the  Seats  for  the  same  have  suitable  backs,  and  be  so 
graduated  with  respect  to  height  that  the  pupils  of  different  ages 
may  be  able  to  sit  with  their  feet  squarely  upon  the  floor. 

Remaek  1. — The  physical  comfort  of  the  pupils  is  necessary  to  their 
mental  improvement,  while  good  order  is  impossible  where  there  is  con- 
stant uneasiness  and  discomfort.  Seats  without  backs,  and  ungraduated, 
produce  sufi^ering  and  even  distortio]i.  To  reheve  the  overstrained 
muscles,  unnatural  postures  are  assumed  by  the  children,  and  crooked 
spines  are  a  probable  result. 

Kemaek  2. — The  best  arrangement  for  seating  School-rooms  is  that 
of  single  or  double  desks,  placed  in  parallel  rows,  with  aisles  between 
of  sufficient  width  to  permit  passage.  By  this  plan  the  pupils  all  face 
the  teacher's  desk,  and  are  able  to  give  direct  attention  to  the  Teacher. 
Benches  do  not  aflbrd  the  necessary  support  to  the  body,  and  are  not 
adapted  to  an  efficient  organization  of  the  Jr^cbool.    They  may  however, 
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be  used  \^ith  advantage  in  class-rooms,  and  for  the  supply  of  extra  seats 
for  visitors  at  examinations.  Care  shoidd  be  taken  to  fasten  the  eom- 
mon  double  desk  tirn\ly  and  neatly  to  the  floor.  The  most  approv  ed 
double  American  desk  has  tlie  seats  separate  from  each  other  and  froui 
the  desk,  while  both  seats  and  deslv  are  supported  by  light  iron  castings 
screwed  to  the  floor.  This,  as  well  as  the  single  desk,  has  been  man- 
ufactured in  NeA^'-Brunswick,  and  though  of  considerable  cost,  \^ill  be 
found  economic  in  the  end. 


Remakk  3. — Trustees  and  Teachers  \\  ill  find  the  following  table  of 
service  in  graduating  the  height  of  seats  and  deslvs,  and  in  arranging 
the  furniture  in  rows  : —

A  space  of  four  to  five  feet,  extending  across  the  room,  should  be  left  between 
tlie  Teacher's  platfonn  and  the  pu]iils'  desks.  From  one  and  half  to  two  and 
a  half  feet  should  be  allovred  for  aisles  between  each  row  of  desks,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, the  aisles  next  to  the  walls  of  the  room  should  be  three  feet.  When 
sinpfle  desks  are  used,  eighteen  inches  to  two  feet  between  the  rows  will  be 
sufficient.  The  size  of  the  pupils  for  which  any  room  is  intended  must  deter- 
mine the  width  of  the  aisles  between  the  desks. 

Eemark  4. — The  desks  should  always  be  so  placed  that  tlie  pupils 
may  face  the  entrance  of  the  room.  The  entrance  and  exit  of  pupils  or 
■\  isitors  attracts  the  attention  of  the  school.  If  the  backs  of  the  pupils 
are  toward  the  entrance,  the  school  wiU  turn  around  whenever  the 
door  opens  or  closes,  presenting  an  unseemly  appearance,  as  well  as 
seriously  interfering  with  the  study  and  recitation.  Also,  when  strang- 
ers or  others  \  isit  the  School,  or  call  at  the  8chool-room,  the  Teacher  is 
obliged  to  receiv  e  them  at  the  rear  end  of  the  rooui,  instead  of  the  front — 
which  is  awkward  and  inconvenient.  Further,  the  door  or  doors  leading 
to  the  woodhouse  or  back  yard  should  be  in  the  rear  of  the  room,  and 
this  can  oiily  be  when  the  arrangement  of  the  room  fronts  the  entrance. 

Regulation  8. —  Ventilation:  It  is  required  that  every 
School-room  have  ample  provision  for  the  admission  and  circula- 
tion of  pure  air,  and  the  escape  of  impure  air. 

Eemaek  1. — "VYithout  proper  ventilation  the  School-room  must  be 
an  imhealthy  place,  and  one  per^-aded  by  bad  odors.    Nothing  but  a  con- 
tinuous supply  of  pure  air  can  prevent  restlessness  and  ner^  ous  irri- 
tability on  the  part  of  both  Teachers  and  pupils:  headaches,  bronchitis, 
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and  wenk  lungs ;  a  sluggish  vital  action,  depriving  pupils  and  teachers 
of  lia If  their  iiiental  activity;  and  weariness  and  exhaustion  of  all  the 
in  embers  of  the  ^School  during  the  latter  half  of  each  day.  The  only  rea- 
son \yhy  life  is  not  destroyed  in  some  School  houses  is  the  loose  and  im- 
perfect construction  of  tlie  buildings. 

E-EMARK  2. — Economy  in  the  use  of  fuel,  equal  distribution  of  heat 
through  the  room,  and  a  ])lentif\il  su])ply  of  pure  and  properly  tempered 
air,  are  problejus  involved  in  securing  a  proper  system  of  ventilation. 
Opeu-iire  places  cause  a  free  circidation,  but  the  heat  is  luievenly  dis- 
tributed and  tliere  is  great  loss  of  lieat  up  tlie  chimney.  Stoves  con- 
sinne  ]nucli  less  tuel,  l.)ut  the  heat  is  not  e\'e]ily  distributed,  and  tliere 
is  almost  no  a  entilation  coniiected  witli  the  process  of  heating.  Win- 
do\A  S  opened  at  the  top  admit  the  air  freely,  but  the  cold  current  settles 
at  the  bottom  of  the  room,  and  keeps  the  feet  of  the  })upils  luicomfortably 
cold.  On  its  way  it  strikes  the  unprotected  necks  and  shoulders  of 
many  of  the  pupils,  causing  colds  like  any  other  draught.  An  opening 
in  the  ceiling  is  often  made,  but  when  it  merely  connects  vith  a  room 
(jverhead,  no  currents  are  created  and  no  ventilation  is  induced.  AV^hen 
the  outlet  is  through  a  flue  directly  into  the  outer  air,  the  hot  air  at  the 
top  of  the  School-room  is  drawn  otf,  and  the  foul  air  below  remains.  The 
air  is  changed  but  little,  ^  liile  the  \\  aste  of  heat  is  very  great.  T^^■o  separ- 
ate flues  from  the  ceiling,  or  the  di\  ision  of  a  single  flue  intose\  eral  parts, 
are  frequently  employed.  This  plan  secures  an  upvA  ard  current  through 
one  and  a  downward  current  through  the  other,  and  causes  a  change  of  air 
in  the  room.  But  when  a  door  or  window  is  opened  the  descending  cur- 
rent ceases,  while  the  hot  air  continues  to  ascend.  This  method  of  ad- 
mitting cold  air  exposes  pupils  to  draughts  and  cold  feet,  as  in  the  case 
of  admission  by  the  -windov^  s,  and  there  is  a  great  loss  of  heat. 

In  School  houses  not  ha-ving  an  economic  aiul  faidtless  method  of 
ventilation,  the  air  iu  tlie  School-room  must  be  thoroughly  changed  at 
at  each  recess  by  opening  the  m  indows  and  doors.  Diu-ing  School  time, 
while  t  he  pupils  are  seated,  the  v\indows  opposite  the  Avind  can  be  open- 
ed just  sufficient  to  allow  the  escape  of  hot  air,  but  not  to  admit  cold 
air.  By  causing  the  pupils  to  rise  from  their  seats  and  engage  in 
physical  exercises,  the  v^  indows  can  be  safely  opened  at  both  the  top 
and  the  bottom.  In  summer,  good  ventilation  can  be  constantly  had 
by  means  of  t  he  doors  and  windoA^-s,  but  care  must  be  taken  to  protect 
the  pupils  from  draughts. 

EE:NrAEK  — Eecent  improvements  in  liot-air  furnaces  linve  satis- 
factorily solved  the  three  problems,  already  i-eferred  -to  as  im  olved  in  a 
system  of  \  entilation.  But  hot-air  furnaces  are  too  costly  for  use  in  any 
considerable  juunber  of  Schools.  It  is,  hovvcA  er,  ^^i^]m\  the  reach  of  al- 
most eyevY  coinit  ry  district  erecting  a  new  School  house  or  eflecting  alter- 
ations in  an  existing  one,  to  secuiH?  an  inexpensive  system  of  heating  and 
\  entilatiou,  which  possesses  all  the  excelleiuvs  of  "the  costly  apparatus 
juentioned.    The  details  of  the  plan  are  as  follows: — 

(1.)  In  Sohool-i-oonis  of  considerable  sizo.  cliimnevs  are  to  bo  built  in  each  of  the  front  comers, 
•commencing  at  the  foiuidation.  In  smaller  Seiiool-rooms  a  Kingle  chimney  is  siiliicient.  By 
placing  them  in  front,  long  stove-pipes  are  avoided,  and  with  them  the  radiation  of  heat  down- 
wards upon  the  lieivds  of  the  pupils,  and  their  smoke,  drippings,  and  getting  out  ot  place.  Each 
ohimney  i  cquires  two  flues,  iseparated  by  tlie  thinnest  possible  partition  :  one  for  smoke,  and  the 
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otlier  for  ventilation.  (The  vcsultfi  souglit  can  be  effectively  attained  hy  having-  a  pipe  for  the 
liiiiokf  ttu-ried  up  through  t!ie  centre  of  the  Hue.)  Ei'om  the  \entilating  flue  of  the  chimneys, 
■iiir-tight  horizontal  tubes  arc  to  ho  laid  under  tlie  lioor  to  the  opi)osite  sides  of  t!ie  room,  termin- 
ating in  registers  »jpening  1  hrough  the  iloor  or  base-board. 

(2.)  Tlie  stoves  used  may  be  ordinary  l)ox  stoves  for  wood,  or  upriglit cylinders  for  coal.  WTien 
coal  is  used,  tlie  seli-i'eediug  stove  should  be  o])tiuned  if  possible.  Tlie  stoves  are  to  Ix;  placed  in 
the  corners  of  the  room,  and  enclosed  b}-  a  double  ease  or  jacket  of  .sheet  iron,  or  some  similar 
material,  for  ilie  double  ]3nrpose  of  preventing  the  intense  primary  radiation,  and  of  providing 
.space  for  tiie  he;iting  of  air.  A  cold-air*  tube  extending  from  the  side  of  the  building  s:liould  be 
laid  under  the  floor,  and  open  directly  beneath  the  stove. 

(■'.)  Operation-,  ^^'llen  a  l-re  is  kindled  in.  the  stove,  the  lie-at  esciipijig  from  1  lie  smol^e  flue 
i-.iise-  the  temperature  in  flie  adjaeent  ventilating  line,  i.'slublishing  an  uiiv.ard  current.  'rhi.s 
causes  a  draught  w  hich  acts  upon  the  air  of  the  room  througii  the  r<-gisr,._'rs  ai  tlie  exiJ-ciiiity  of 
the  ventilating  tubes,  pumping  tlie  cold  air  from  the  bottom  of  the  room. 

The  stratum  oi'  air  v.  hich  surrouihds  the  stove  l)ecoming  heated,  a  hot  ctirrent  is  produced, 
whic;li  enters  the  room  next  tlie  floor,  from  between  the  outcu-  and  inner  coats  of  tlu;  jacket,  serving 
to  keej)  t!i(,'  iloor  \s-arm  in  tlic  imniediate  vicinity,  and  affording  a  convenient  pl;u'e  fiir  warming 
tlie  The  lint  ;vir  then  rises  to  the  top  of  the  room,  where  it  accunitilates,  am)  jircssing  down- 

ward upon  tl/e  cold  air,  forces  it  out  through  the  regist-ers,  thus  directly  aiding  ilu:  draught  of  tlit 
\''^nlj]ating  fhie.N. 

Tlie  jiure  air,  liealr-d  and  properly'  tempered,  soon  has  entire  possession  of  the  room.  The  ven- 
tilating regi^ter.s  iittracc  it  to  the  farthest  part  of  the  room,  and  the  heat  is  evenly  distributed. 
'^'o  wai'm  air  Civu  escaj)!'  fio!ii  the  rcjm  ^^  hile  there  is  any  cold  air  in  it,  and  so  no  h;  at  is  \-,'asted. 
'i'lie  currents  through  tlH^  room  ;'.re  v'ontinuoiis,  and  the  foul  air  is  Cxirried  off  ;>s  fast  a-  ^ciiei'ated. 
The  whole  s^'stem  Is  f)r()Uglit  dirwtly  under  the  Teacher \s  control  by  having  adjustable  register.s 
at  the  t.i]>ening  into  the  \ejiti!ating  tulies  ;uid  in  the  cold  air  tube,  and  1)\'  proper  d;inij)i!'s  in  the 
sto\e.  Tlie  air  may  be  tompercil  A\"ith  moisture  whenever  i-equirod,  bj' having  a  t>a~.in  o!'  water 
placed  lieueath  the  jacket,  in  such  a  manner  that  it  can  be  rilled  from  the  outside.  Great  care 
Bhould  be  taken  that  lx)th  the  liasin  and  the  water  are  alwa^'s  clean. 

The  use  of  fu."l  is  more  economic  than  tli.it  of  air-tight  stoves,  for  the  necessit}'  of  o]:)ening  door.s 
iuid  win(li)\\  s  for  air  is  entirely  obviated.  Tlie  extra  cost  of  the  double  case  or  j:icket  for  the 
stove,  and  of  the  ventilating  tuiies,  i)ut  a  few  dollars  at  tlie  most,  will  be  sa\ed  in  fuel  in  a  single

Hegulation  9. —  Outhouses:  It  is  required  that  separate  and 
commodious  outhouses  be  provided,  and  kept  in  a  cleanly  con- 
dition, for  the  use  of  pupils  of  different  sexes. 


Remakk  1. — -The  outhouses  should  he  commodious,  inoffensive,  and 
screened  from  public  observation.  A  high  tight  board  fence  should 
extend  from  the  centre  of  the  rear  of  the  School  house  to  the  farther 
edge  of  the  lot,  dividing  the  rear  grounds  into  two  parts.  The  out- 
houses shoidd  not  be  placed  beside  this  fence,  but  at  some  little  distance 
from  it,  and  sufficiently  far  from  the  School  house  to  secure  their  l^eing 
inoffensive  to  the  School  in  warm  weather.  The  approaches  should  be 
guarded  bv  a  suitable  screen  or  hedge. 


EE^rAiHv  2. — Each  outhouse  should  be  supplied  MUh  a  Avell-stoned 
^  aidt,  about  six  feet  deep,  so  arranged  as  to  admit  of  being  cleaned  out. 
Care  should  be  talten  to  prevent  the  water  running  into  the  \  aidt  from 
off  tlie  roof. 


Eemark  3. — The  adjacent  figure  will  serve 
to  indicate  a  suitable  buildhig  for  the  use  of  the 
girls.  The  size  of  the  building  must  depend  on 
the  size  of  the  School.

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*  If  a  partition  or  floor  be  built  in  the  smoke  flue  of  t!ie  chimney,  a  little  below  the  opening  for 
the  stove-pipe,  and  an  opening  made  from  the  luitsi  le  into  the  Hue  belov.  the  partition  and  the  cold 
air  tube  connected  with  the  lower  part,  the  arrangement  ^^'ili  ,><cure  a  constant  Mip[)]y  of  air  taken 
far  enough  alcove  the  .surfaeeto  be  free  from  the  impurities  whica  often  emanate  from  the  groimr\, 
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The  building  for  the  iise  of  the  boys  should 
contain  two  apartments,  di\  ided  by  a  close  ])ar- 
tition,  as  in  the  annexed  figure.  The  part  A 
is  sup])lied  with  seats  separated  by  partitions : 
and  the  part  B  with  a  trough,  divicied  into 
stalls  by  partitions,  in  a  manner  similar  to  A. 
A  strong  brace  of  plank  sliould  be  firmly  affix- 
ed to  the  frame  of  the  building,  so  that  the 
coyers  in  A  cannot  be  opened  beyond  an  angle 
of  60  degrees,  to  preyent  standing  upon  the 


In  the  buildings  for  each  sex,  the  seats  should  have  lids  hung  witli 
strong  butts,  and  all  the  walls  should  be  left  hoIlo^^■,  opening  into  a  \en- 
tilating  chimney  on  the  top  to  carry  off  the  gases.  The  buildings  should 
be  ^^■ell  plastered  and  painted,  and  finished  in  the  same  general  style  of 
architecture  as  the  School  house.  The  plaster  should  be  left  xevy  rougli. 
and  a  heavy  coat  of  coarse  sand  shoidd  be  mixed  ^\'ith  paint,  to  render 
scriblinfj  cind  ahscene  /i[/iii-es  imj^ossihle. 

Eemaek  4. — Locks  should  be  placed  upon  the  doors,  so  that  the  out- 
houses cannot  be  entered,  except  during  hours  when  the  Teacher  can 
have  them  under  his  personal  superAision.  W^hen  constructed  nftev 
the  plans  iudicated,  Trustees  can  properly  hold  Teachers  responsible  tin- 
keeping  tlie  outhouses  in  good  order.  8ee  Of  Conduct  and  Govern- 
ment of  Scliooh'' 

Ee^faek  5. — A  shed  for  storing  wood,  and  a  co\  ered  play-ground 
for  the  use  of  the  pupils  in  cold  and  stormy  weather,  will  be  found  to 
contribute  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  School. 

Eemaek  f). — It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  issue, 
at  an  early  day.  Plans  for  the  construction  of  School  Houses.  Wlien 
issued,  they  can  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  County  Inspector. 


Of  School  Grounds. 

Eeferexces  to  the  Act. — Grovincls  to  be  provided  by  District  Assessment.

Money  may  be  borrowed  by  the  District  for  the  imrchase  or  mqrroi'emoni  of 
School  gronnds.

Groimds  to  be  selected  by  the  Trustees  j  Sec.  58  (5)  J,  and  approved  by  tl it- 
Inspector,  Sec.  41  (4);  and  may  l)e  taken  in  certain  ca>^es  without  the  consent 
of  tlie  owner.  Sec.  41  (4). — Grounds  to  be  lield  in  trust  for  School  purposes  by 
the  Trustee-Corporation.

Eeglilation  10. — Location :  The  School  house  should  be 
located  at  a  distance  from  all  sources  of  malaria;  such  as  swamps, 
stagnant  water^  and  the  noxious  gases  generated  by  some  manu- 
factories.   It  should  also  be  situated  away  from  the  dust  of  the 
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street,  and  the  noise  of  the  mill,  the  workshop  or  the  railway 
station.  A  dry,  airy  position  (with  a  very  gentle  slope  and  a 
southern  exposure,  if  possible),  commanding  as  attractive  a  pros- 
pect as  natural  facilities  will  permit,  will  be  found  best  adapted 
for  School  purposes.  It  is  indispensable  that  the  ground  be 
thoroughly  dry,  and  if  not  so  naturally,  that  it  be  well  drained. 
For  the  moral  health  of  the  pupils,  the  School  house  should  never 
be  placed  in  view  of  even  occasional  scenes  of  brutality  or  de- 
baucher}^  In  choosing  School  sites.  Trustees  and  Inspectors  are 
to  secure  those  of  readiest  accessibility  to  the  majority  of  the 
people  to  be  accommodated,  subject  to  sucli  modifications  as  a 
due  regard,  in  any  District,  to  the  foregoing  considerations  may 
require. 

Regulation  11. — >SV.*^e  of  Lot :  In  the  countr}',  School  grounds 
should  be  an  acre  in  extent,  but  not  less  than  half  an  acre ;  in 
villages,  not  less  than  a  quarter  of  an  acre ;  and  in  towns,  not  less 
than  one-eighth  of  an  acre.  Separate  play-grounds  are  required 
for  girls  and  boys. 

Ke.m.vrk  1.— Ample,  grounds  should  be  provided  x^IiereA  er  possible. 
Exercise  is  as  essential  to  tJie  Jiealth  of  children  as  air  is  lo  their  life, 
and  every  School  sliould  haA  e  suitable  jsj;rouiids  for  <j,auies  and  ainiise- 
Dieuts.  The  relaxation  and  stimulus  arising  from  physical  extrsise  in 
the  fresh  air,  at  certain  iuter\'als  during  the  day,  are  prod iicii\  e  (ji  a 
\ery  salirbary  influence  upon  the  intellectual  vigour  of  tlie'  pupils  in 
iheir  school  worlv.  Higher  benefits  are  also  secured  l)y  uood  play- 
oTounds.  They  furnish  an  arena  for  the  display  of  the  veal  tempers, 
dispositions,  habits  and  manners  of  the  pupils.  Tlie  Teaclier,  M  hile 
superintending  tlie  pupils  in  the  playgrounds,  Mill  obtain  kno\^Iedge 
which,  iu  his  subsequent  instruction,  he  can  tnrn  to  the  best  account, 
l)oth  in  the  encoiu^aging  of  ^\  ]lat  is  ri<j;ht,  and  in  the  dissuading  from 
what  is  wrong  ;  iu  a  \\  ord,  in  the  luonlding  of  moral  character. 

Be^fakk  2.— In  a  lot  of  one  acre,  sixteen  rods  front  and  ten  deep  is 
a  couA'enient  form.  Any  other  form  might  be  adopted,  and  the  natnre 
of  the  ground  will  often  render  some  other  preferable.  AVhatever  may 
be  the  ^Wdtli  or  length,  tlie  School  house  shoidd  lie  placed  in  the  centre 
of  the  front,  and  at  a  httle  distance  from  the  hii2:hA\  ay.  A  high  close 
l)oard  fence,  extending  trom  the  rear  <jf  tlie  School  house  to  the  rear  of 
the  lot,  ^^•iU  make  a  suitable  division  of  the  playgroinuls. 

Kegulation  12. —  Walks:  In  order  to  the  health  and  com- 
fort of  the  pupils  in  wet  weather,  and  to  the  cleanliness  of  the 
School  room,  a  suitable  plank  or  gravel  walk  should  extend  from 
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the  highway  to  the  front  door  of  the  School  house.  Similar  walks 
arc  also  required  from  the  School  house  to  the  outhouses. 

Regulation  13. — Improvement  of  Grounds:  Rough  or  wet 
grounds  are  to  be  rendered  as  smooth  and  dry  as  the  nature  of 
the  ground  will  permit.  In  effecting  any  such  improvements. 
Trustees  and  Teachers  are  earnestly  solicited  to  use  every  care 
to  preserve  the  ornamental  features  of  the  grounds^  wherever  the 
same  may  not  interfere  with  the  requirements  for  the  playgrounds. 

Remakk. — Oftentimes  without  ineurring  any  expense,  and  generaUy 
by  a  comparatively  trifling  expenditure,  the  School  grounds  may  be  so 
arranged  as  to  be  attraetiAe  to  the  pupils,  affording  them  constant 
pleasure  during  their  school  days,  and  c^dti^ating  in  tliein  a  taste  for 
the  Ixvautifnl  in  nature.  For  the  piu*poses  of  ornament,  trees  are  at  once 
tlie  most  beautiful  and  the  most  endm-ing.  Airy  and  dehcate  in  their 
youth,  luxuriant  and  majestic  in  their  prime,  a  enerable  and  picturesque 
in  their  old  age,  they  constitute  in  their  Aarioiis  forms,  sizes,  and  de- 
velopments, the  greatest  charm  and  beauty  of  tlie  earth  in  all  countries. 
The  most  A  aried  outline  of  surface,  the  finest  combination  of  pictin*esque 
materials,  the  statehest  country  house  would  be  comparativ  ely  tame  and 
spiritless  Avithout  tlie  inimitable  accompaniment  of  fohage.  *  *  Build- 
ings which  are  tame  or  even  mean  in  appearance,  may  be  made  inter- 
esting and  e\  en  picturesque,  by  a  proper  disposition  of  trees.  Edifices, 
or  parts  of  them,  that  are  unsi^jjlitly,  or  A\  hich  it  is  desirable  partly  or 
wholly  to  conceal,  can  readdy  be  hidileji  or  improved  by  m  ood :  and 
walks  and  roads  wXiioh  otherwise  would  be  but  simple  ways  of  approacli 
from  one  point  to  another,  are,  by  an  elegant  arrangement  of  trees  on 
their  margin,  or  adjacent  to  them,  made  the  most  interesting  and  pleas- 
ing portions  of  the  residence.'* — (A.  T.  Do\\  ning.)* 

^'Tlie  following  liints  aro  appended  for  the  sxssistancc  of  tlioso  wlio  wish  to  vender  the  memory- 
of  .scliool  life  most  pleasant  to  the  childi'en,  and  the  sehool  grounds  great  jwwers  of  refinement 
and  important  inniienees  for  good  : — 

In  a  hill^-  ov  very  broken  region,  the  tall,  spir^--topped  trees,  like  the  pine,  fir,  spruee,  as  well 
as  the  eed'ar  and  lieniloek,  w  ould  harmonize  with  the  general  features  of  tho  landscapi'.  Tlie 
roiind-toiijied  aa<l  s\  iunietrical  trees,  like  the  Oiik  and  maple,  are  bc;tter  adapted  to  tlie  (luiet 
seener^-  of  a  level  r<*gion. 

While  a  variety  is  alway  s  desirable,  yet  the  different  kinds  ehosen  for  a  given  spot  or  groui* 
should  be  somewhat  similar  in  shai)e.  A  group  of  oak,  maple  and  bass-wood^  for  example, would 
be  harmonious,  v.  liile  one  composed  of  a  Lombard}'  poplar,  wit'ping  willow,  and  fir,  would  bo 
incongruous. 

Single  trees  should  be  such  as  ha\  e  a  graceful  and  beautiful  outline,  and  convey  to  (he  mind  th(! 
feeling  of  0(iiui)leteness.  The  drooping  elm,  as  a  single  tree,  is  unsurixisseil  for  gi-aceantl  besiuty, 
when  siitliiMent  space  is  left  for  ex{)ansion.  It  is  specially  adapted  to  a  level  or  moderatel.y  hilly 
region.  Thv  maple,  ba'^'j-wood,  and  jellow  birch,  are  admirable,  either  as  single  trees  or  as 
members  of  a  group. 

Groups  ma\-  consist  of  several  kinds  of  trees,  that  are  h.armoniou'<  in  character,  planted  so 
closol\-  together  that  at  a  little  distance  the}'  have  the  appearance  of  a  single  object.  They  should 
always  be  Composed  of  one  principal  tree,  larger  and  taller  than  the  rest,  with  the  others  groupe<l 
nioiuiil  it  as  suhordiuaves.    The  oak  is  one  of  the  nol)lest  trees  as  the  central  object  of  a  group. 

Tlie  single  ti-ees  and  groui)s  should  be  so  disixised  about  the  8chcK>l  premises  as  not  to  interfi-re 
wirii  the  niouiids,  and  at  the  .same  time  to  produce  as  great  a  varietj-as  ixisible  in  the  at> 
lit  ar  uice  ot  the  landscape.  If  the  situation  is  a  line  one,  openings  should  be  left  to  affoivl  views 
ol  'list:ni1  o'hieci  s,  such  as  a  lake,  river,  UKumtain,  or  the  sea;  all  of  which  objects  will  appear  more 
l.cuitii  111  seen  throiigii  a  vista,  bounded  by  the  shifting  foilage  of  the  trees. 

B)a  ul)s  slunild  !>'■  planrtnl  in  curved  lines,  in  such  a  manner  aa  to  completely  .screen  the  ajv 
pvoacli  to  the  outhouses,  and  to  cover  up  such  [Knlions  of  the  buildings  as  should  not  beexpose<l 
to  iHiblie  gaze. 

\Vlici-e\  (  r  the  site  of  a  school  house  is  in  an  exposed  pojition,  the  gi-ounds  F.hould  lie  protected 
by  a  thick-sei  row  of  white  spruce. 
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Regulation  14. — Fence :  The  School  lot  should  be  enclosed 
bv  a  close  picket,  board,  or  post-and-rail  fence,  substantially 
built. 

Eemark. — rPupils  should  not  be  permitted  to  roam  at  will  during 
recess,  or  to  play  on  the  public  highway.  The  School  grounds,  more- 
over, cannot  be  kept  iu  order  unless  they  are  properly  enclosed.  The 
gates  should  be  so  arranged  as  to  prevent  the  entrance  at  any  time  of 
roadside  cattle. 


Of  Apparatus  and  Text-Books. 

EEFEitr.xcES  TO  THE  AcT. — Tlio  Boartl  of  Education  eiirpowered  to  pre- 
scribe Apparatus  and  Text-Boolcs,  Sec.  G  (5.) 

Prescribed  maps  and  a])paratus  for  tlie  School  iiouse  to  be  provided  by  Dis- 
trict assessment.  Sees,  27,  l-l,  r)S  (9),  and  prescribed  text-books  for  the  chil- 
dren of  poor  ])arents,  Sees.  58  (9),  14,  42  (5),  42  (4),  58  (15) — to  be  procured  by 
the  Trustees,  Sec.  58  (5),  [as  autliorized  by  the  School  meeting,  Sec.  41  (2) ). 

If,  after  notice,  any  parent,  master,  or  guardian,  refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish 
any  child  with  the  prescribed  books  required  in  his  classes,  the  Trustees  arc^  to 
8ui)ply  the  books  to  th(\  i^^tupil,  and  the  parent,  master,  or  guardian,  (the  same 
not  being  indigent,)  to  be  liable  for  the  cost.  Sees.  42  (5),  58  (15). 


Regulation  15. — Apparatus :  It  is  required  that  each  Dis- 
trict provide  such  apparatus  as  shall  be  found  necessary  for  the 
efficient  teaching  of  any  branch  of  study  pursued  in  the  School. 

EE:srAiMv  1 . — Some  Teachers  ha^  e  little  or  no  idea  of  the  necessity  of 
apparatus  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  facts  and  illustrating  priu- 
eiples.  Others  haA  e  a  mistaken  notion  that  a  large  amount  of  costly 
apparatus  is  necessary  to  the  success  of  a  School.  Xo  money  should 
be  wasted  in  the  purchase  of  useless  articles,  but  tlie  things  essential 
should  always  be  furnished.  The  ingenious  Teacher  will  usually  ex- 
plain and  illustrate  his  lessons  by  the  aid  of  such  conrmon  things  as 
can  be  readily  obtained.  Expensive  apparatus  for  illustrating  prin- 
ciples of  natnral  philosophy,  is  beyond  the  reach  of  most  country  dis- 
tricts ;  but  almost  e\  ery  necessary  experiment  can  be  performed  v^  ith 
articles  procurable  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  lever,  the  compound 
leAcr,  the  puUey,  the  wlieel  and  axle,  the  inclined  plane,  the  wedge  anrl 
the  screw,  may  all  be  illustrated  by  the  common  steelyard  and  a  couple 
of  pulley-blocks,  a  wheel  or  tv.  o  from  an  old  clock,  and  a  wooden  scre\A . 
Hydrostatics  and  hydraidics  can  also  be  illustrated  by  a  fe\A  tin  tubes, 
or  bits  of  lead  pipe,  and  vessels  of  m  ood  or  tin,  if  the  Teacher  has  zeal 
and  a  Kttle  ingenuity.  Pupils  shoidd  be  encouraged,  also,  to  make  ex- 
periments themselves  with  apparatus  of  their  ow  n  dem  ising. 

Eemaek  2. —  The  following  apparatus  should  be  considered  esseiitial: 


(1)  General  Apparatus: — A  small  clock,  band-bell,  thermometer,  ball-frame. 
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blackboards*  and  riibbersf,  a  large  map  of  the  Province  (and  of  the  County, 
when  possible  ),  the  hemispheres,  pointersj,  a  terrestrial  globe,  dictionary,  gaz- 
etteer, and  a  Merit^Book  for  the  daily  keeping  of  the  school  standing  of  the 
pupils,  and  the  daily  reporting  of  the  same  to  their  parents. § 

(2)  Special  Apparatus :  (a)  For  use  with  young  children:  blocks  represent- 
ing geometric  solids;  the  conventional  standards  of  measure  and  weight; 
illustrations  of  the  primary  colours,  with  shades  and  tints;  alphabetic  and 
reading  cards ;  and  jjictures  of  animals  and  vegetables. 

(b)  An  advanced  Common  Scliool  should  be  provided  with  a  large  map  of 
each  country  for  the  study  of  its  Geography  ;  charts  for  the  study  of  History 
and  Natural  Philosophy ;  and,  where  it  can  be  afforded,  some  Chemical,  some 
apparatus,  and  instruments  for  surveying  and  Navigation. 

(c)  In  addition,  for  use  in  High  Schools,  a  full  set  of  Ancient  Maps;  Physio- 
logical Diagrams,  both  vegetable  and  animal;  and  a  Celestial  Globe.  The 
following  additional  apparatus  will  be  found  convenient :  A  tellurian ;  a  mag- 
net and  small  galvanic  battery;  and  an  orrery. 

He^neark  3. — Hooks  should  be  placed  upon  the  walls,  from  which 
maps  and  charts  may  be  suspended.  A  closet  should  be  provided  for 
preserving  tlie  apparatus  when  Jiot  in  use. 

Regulation  16  — Text-Books :  Pupils  are  to  be  provided  by 
their  parents  or  guardians  (unless  too  poor,  in  which  case  the  Dis- 


*  Blackhoavds  sliould  extend  around  tlie  walls  of  the  school  and  class-room.  Too  much  black- 
hoard  surface  c^mnot  he  provided. 

As  school-houses  are  being  built  or  repaired,  cheap  and  excellent  blackboards  can  he  made  as 
follows :— Upon  a  "scratch  coiit"  of  plastering  on  stiired  laths,  lay  on  evenly-,  but  without 
"  smoothing,"  a  second  coat,  ons-sixth  of  whicii  is  plaster  of  Paris;. — Take  lampblack,  and,  after 
subjecting  it  to  a  suffic'ently  strong  heat  in  an  iron  vessel  to  free  it  from  oUy  matter,  mix  \\\th 
alcohol  or  burning  ihiid  to  a  thick  paste.  Take  clean  freshwater  siiud,  lime,  putty,  calcined  plas- 
ter (rather  nmre  i)last','r  than  putty),  and  a  small  quantity  of  flour  of  emery;  n'lix  thoroughly, 
and  add  enoug!i  of  t!ie  lampolack  paste  to  make  t  he  mortar  jet  black.  Lay  this  upon  the  "  second 
<'oat,"  and  polish  ver^■  smooth  with  the  trowel.  These  "  boai-ds"  v.  ill  last  as  long  as  the  building. 
They  should  not  be  often  washed,  but  cleaned  with  a  lambskin  rubber. 

Or  the  following  : — 1  i)ecks  of  white  linish  or  w  hite  coating,  1  pecks  of  beach  or  other  fine  sharp 
sand,  4  pecks  of  groiuid  plaster,  1  pounds  of  lampblack,  and  1  gallons  of  alcohol  or  strong  whiskey. 
This  quantity  will  make  a  mixtm-e  sulficient  to  cover  twenty  sijuare  yards  of  sm-face.  A  little 
Hour  of  emery  will  jn-event  the  mixture  from  ".setting"  imm(!diately,  thus  giving  time  to  put  it 
on  the  wall  w  ith  necessary  care.  If  emery  l>e  not  used,  only  a  small  quantity  should  be  mixetl  at 
a  time.  This  black  mixture  takes  the  place  of  the  usual  white  coating,  ami  is  put  on  in  the  same 
manner.  Aft.T  the  black-surfac«  is  on  the  wall  it  must  be  Ciirefully  tlampened  and  rubJx;d,  in 
order  to  fill  U[)  all  tlie  i)ores  and  make  the  surface  /mrd  and  snivufh. 

If  wood  is  used  it  must  Ik'  well-seasoned  p'ne  or  p<ii)lar,  of  line  quality,  and  the  blackboards 
must  be  well  made  and  carefully  painted.  The  following  makes  a  good  pa'nt :— 10  oz  pulverized 
pumice  stone,  *i  oz.  pulveri>xHr  rotten-stone,  12  oz.  lampblack,  and  one  giillon  of  alcxjhol.  Mix 
with  enough  alcohol  to  make  a  thick  paste.  Grind  the  mixtm-e  very  thoroughly  in  a  ixiint  mill, 
una  \hv)i  di-<s()!ve  14  oz.  of  shellac  in  the  remainder  of  the  alcohol.  Stir  the  whole  together,  and 
tlie  paiii'i  is  rea<h-  for  use. 

The  "Eu)  cka  Li<iuid  Slat"ng,"  or  the  "liival  Liquid  Slating,"  manufactured  in  Xew  York, 
makes  a  sup  l  ioi-  blackboard  surface.  It  is  sold  in  cans.  Care  shouhl  1k' taken  to  have  a  firm, 
sinootli,  and  (lr\  wall.    Tlie  '*  liival  "  is  somewhat  cheaper  than  the  "  Eureka." 

t  Kubber.--  tor  wi]):iig  vhc  chock  fi-om  the  blackboards,  «in  easily  be  made  from  lambskins  cured 
witlu)ut  the  remos  al  of  the  wool. 

I  Pointers  should  be  tippeil  w  th  a  bit  of  soft  leather  or  rubber,  to  prevent  the  surface  of  maps 
j'l'oni  be  iig  sci'atchcd  i\nd  destroyed. 

«  TIi<>  If- iclier  should  acM  to  this  "  general  apparatus,"  by  di!igen<  effort,  a  collection  or  cabinet 
of  curiosities  and  coinn  ion  things.  Itwill  form  an  unfailiiig  source  froinwhich  important  lessons 
uMiy  be  drawn.  Such  a  collection  should  contain  six'cimens  of  the  differtiut  metals,  such  as  iron, 
lead,  copper,  tin  ajid  zinc;  of  the  principal  minerals  whicih  enter  into  the  composition  of  the 
vo(!ks,  such  as  (piartz,  mica,  hornblemle,  limestone  and  gypsum;  of  t\w  most  common  chemical 
products,  such  as  salt,  saltpetre,  copperas,  alum  and  .soila;  of  all  the  minerals  in  the  neighlKiur- 
liood.  su<  !i  as  p:'bl)!es,  fragments  of  the  rocks,  clay,  sand,  and  especially  such  rocks  as  contain

Referkxcks  to  the  Act.— The  Board  of  Education  empowered  to  prescril)e 
Regulations  fortlie  organization,  government,  and  discipline  of  Schools,  Sec.6  (4). 
All  schools  to  l)e  non-sectavian,  Sec.  60. 

Teachers  to  assist  Tinistees  of  Graded  Schools  in  classifying  the  pupils  ac- 
cordng  to  attainments,  Sec.  42  (2) ;  to  call  the  Roll  twice  daily;  to  keep  a  daily 
Register  as  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Education  on  pain  of  forfeiting  the  Tro- 
vincial  Grant,  the  Register  to  be  open  to  inspection;  and  to  teach  diligently  and 
faithfully  the  branches  required  according  to  the  Act;  to  maintain  order  and 
discipline  :  Sec.  47.  To  have  a  care  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  School ; 
to  enforce  cleanliness  ;  to  report  to  the  Trustees  the  api)earance  of  any  conta- 
gious disease  among  the  pupils  :  Sec.  48,    To  hold  a  public  examination  of  the 
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School  eaeli  Term:  to  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  Trustees  aud  parents ;  to 
notify  all  Scliool  meetings  called  by  the  Trustees  :  Sec.  49.  To  make  an  affida- 
vit to  the  Trustees'  Return,  Sec.  50. 


Regulation  17. — Evening  Schools :  A  portion  of  the  in- 
struction provided  in  any  District  may,  if  deemed  desirable  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees;  be  through  the  medium  of  Evening  Schools, 
subject  to  the  following  provisions : — 

(1)  Evening  Schools  shall  be  for  the  free  instruction  of  persons  upwards  of 
thirteen  and  under  twenty  years  of  age,  who  may  be  debarred  from  attendance 
at  tlie  Day  School.  The  Trustees  may  admit  persons  upwards  of  twenty 
years  of  age,  on  pre-payment  to  their  Secretary  of  a  reasonable  tuition  fee. 

(2)  i\ny  such  Evening  School  sliall  be  in  Session  2^  hours  ;  and  in  relation  to 
l^ublic  grants,  two  evening  sessions  shall  count  as  one  day.  The  prescribed 
Register  shall  be  kept,  and  a  Return  of  the  School  made  by  t lie  Board  of  Trus- 
tees in  the  forin  directed  bv  the  Chief  Superintendent. 

(3)  Tlie  prescribed  text-books  shall  be  used  in  Evening  Schools,  and  supplied 
to  indigent  pupils,  under  twenty  years  of  age,  in  the  same  manner  as  for  day 
schools. 

(4)  jSTo  i)ortion  of  ^vo^  incial  or  County  funds  for  Education,  shall  be  appropri- 
ated in  aid  of  J^h  ening  Schools,  imless  taught  l)y  regularly  Licensed  Teachers. 

(r>)  The  reciuirements  respecting  tlie  Grading  of  Day  Schools,  shall  be  applied 
to  Evening  Schools. 

(G)  In  all  cases,  the  Board  of  Education  would  greatly  i)refer  that  the  Teachers 
of  Evening  Schools  should  be  other  than  Teachers  of  Day  Schools;  but  where 
this  may  not  bo  ])racticable,  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  permit  tlie  Teacher 
of  the  day  school  to  teach  day  school  four  days  in  the  week,  and  ca  ening 
school  three  e\  enings  in  the  week. 


B,egTllation  18. — The  School  Year  and  School  Terms: 
For  purposes  of  administration;  the  School  Year  shall  be  regard- 
ed as  beginning  on  the  first  of  November,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
two  Terms:  A  Winter  Term,  opening  on  November  1st,  and 
closing  on  April  30tli;  and  a  Summer  Term,  opening  on  May  1st, 
and  closing  on  October  31st.

Regulation  19. — Holidays^  Vacations,  Teaching  Bays, 
Substitute  Holidays  and  Teaching  Days,  and  Length  of  Daily 
Session :    The  following  are  prescribed  and  authorized : — 

Holulai/s;  (1)  The  anniversary  of  the  Queen's  Birthday  shall  be  a  holiday  in 
all  the  ])ul)lic  Schools ;  also  any  day  ]>roclainied  as  a  public  holiday  through- 
out the  Province,  and  Good  Friday. 

(2)  Every  Saturday  shall  be  a  holiday  :  but  the  Boards  of  Ti'ustees  in  Towns 
and  Cities  may,  if  preferred,  allow  a  half-holiday  on  Wednesdays  and  Satur- 
days. 

Soliools  coiKhictod  under  the  Aci  rtlatinq  to  Purixh  Schooln  will  close  with  tlie  rrjjcal  of  that 
Act,  on  Dec.  ;Jlst,  1871.  Returns  are  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Education  Otiice  on  D«'ember  ."iOth, 
1871. 
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(0)  In  the  City  of  Saint  John  there  shall  be  the  following  additional  holiday: 
the  anniversary  of  the  landing  of  the  loyalists. 

Vacations:  (1)  There  sliall  be  a  Christmas  Vacation  of  eight  week  days,  other 
than  Saturdays,  in  all  the  public  Scliools. 

(2)  Tliere  shall  be  a  Summer  Vacation  of  tliree  weeks,  (fifteen  week  days, 
other  than  Saturdays)  in  all  the  public  Schools,  at  such  time  or  times  as  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  decide. 

(3)  In  the  Cities  of  Saint  John  and  Fredericton,  and  in  incorporated  town^ 
organized  under  Sec.  50  of  the  Act,  there  shall  be  ten  days  additional  in  the 
Summer,  with  an  Easter  vacation  (beginning  on  Good  Friday)  of  three  days 
— the  same  being  week  days  other  than  Saturday's. 

Teachiufi  Day.^:  All  week  days  not  allowed  as  holidays,  or  included  in  Yaca- 
tiojis  "by  the  al)()\  e  pr<)\  isions,  are  to  be  regarded  by  all  i^arties  concerned  as 
prescribed  Teaching  Days. 

Suhstituie  Holidai/s  and  Teachhig  Bays:  (1)  When  for  any  cause  tlie  Board 
of  Trn>;teps  sliall  deem,  it  desirable  that  any  prescribed  Teaching  Day  should 
]>e  gi\  ei)  i's  a  holiday,  tlie  School  or  Schools  may  be  kept  in  session  on  the 
Saturday  of  tbe  week  in  which  such,  holiday  has  been  given,  and  such  Satur- 
day sJiail  be  held  to  bo  in  all  respects  a  legal  Teaching  Day. 

(2)  When,  owing  to  illness,  or  for  any  other  just  cause,  a  Teacher  loses  any 
number  of  x^rescribed  Teaching  Days,  such  Teacher  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  malving  up  such  lost  days,  to  the  number  of  a-u- during  any  Term,  l)y  Teach- 
ing on  Satur<]ays;  but 

No  School  or  Department  shall  be  kept  in  session  more  than  five  days  per  week, 
for  any  two  consecutive  weeks ; 
'  Nor  shall  <any  Teacher  teach  more  than  fiA  c  days  per  week  on  the  average 
(vacations  not  being  counted)  during  the  period  of  his  engagement  in  any 
Term, 

Lmgth  of  Daily  /Session:  The  hours  of  teaching  shall  not  exceed  six  each  day, 
exclusive  of  an  hour  allowed  at  noon  for  recreation.  The  Board  of  Trustees, 
however,  n.ia.y,  if  they  desire,  restrict  the  number  of  hours  to  five.  A  short 
recess  should  l)e  allovved  about  the  middle  of  the  morning,  and  the  middle  of 
the  aftern(x^n  sittings.  In  Elementary  departments  especially,  care  should 
be  exercised  that  the  puiDils  are  not  confined  in  the  School-room  too  long. 


Regulation  20. — Symbols  or  Emblems  in  the  School 
Room :  Symbols  or  Emblems  distinctive  of  any  national  or  other 
society,  political  party^  or  religions  organization,  shall  not  be  ex- 
hibited or  employed  in  the  School-room,  either  in  its  general  ar- 
rangements or  exercises,  or  on  the  person  of  any  Teacher  or  pupil. 

Regulation  21. — Privilege  of  Teachers  with  respect  to 
Oldening  and  closing  exercises  of  Schools;  It  shall  be  privilege 
of  every  Teacher  to  open  and  close  the  daily  exercises  of  the 
School  by  reading  a  portion  of  Scriptnre,  (out  of  tlie  Common  or 
Douay  version,  as  he  may  prefer,)  and  by  offering  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  Any  other  prayer  may  be  used  by  permission  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.    But  no  Teacher  may  compel  any  pupil  to 
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present  at  those  exercics  against  the  wish  of  his  parent  or 
guardian  expressed  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Regulation  22.  — Duties  of  Teachers:  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  and  every  Teacher : — 

(1)  To  maintain  a  deportment  becoming  his  position  as  an  e»lucator  of  the 
young;  and  to  strive  diligently  to  have  exemplified  in  the  intercourse  and 
conduct  of  the  pujnls  tliroughout  the  School,  the  principles  of  Christian 
morality.  To  this  end,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  instruction  to  the  School, 
as  oc(.'a8ion  may  require,  concerning  such  moi-al  actions  and  habits  as  tlie 
following: —

(2)  While  employed  in  the  discharge  of  public  School  duties,  not  to  make  use 
of  any  religious  catechism,  nor  to  interfere,  or  permit  interference  on  the 
part  of  others,  with  the  religious  tenets  of  any  pupil. 

(3)  As  far  as  particable,  to  maintain  a  regular  supervision  of  the  iMi])ils  in  the 
playground :  and,  generally,  to  have  a  care  out  of  scliool  «\  er  tlie  department 
of  the  pupil c  while  absent  from  their  homes. 

(4)  Not  to  enrol  upon  the  School  Register,  in  Districts  having  more  than  one 
department  or  school,  the  name  of  any  jmpils  in  any  Term,  without  a  peraiit 
8igne<l  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Teacher  shall  carefidly 
preserve  every  such  pennit  till  tlie  expiration  of  the  Term.  Jn  the  event  of 
any  jnipil  beiiig  transferred  from  one  department  to  anotlier  during  the  Term, 
a  line  sliall  be  ruled  in  ihe  Register  across  his  name  and  marks  of  attendance, 

and  th(i  words    trauf^ferred  to  department  entered  o])posit  thereto,  and 

the  aggregate  attendance  in  days  shall  be  transferred  with  the  name  of  the 
pupil  to  the  Register  of  the  other  department. 

(.■))To  keep  with  the  greatest  care  and  accuracy  tln^  Register  prescri'Ded  by  the 
Board  of  l^ducation  (to  be  supi:)lied  by  the  Board  of  Ti-ustees,  and  to  remain 
their  proijerty,)  and  to  call  the  roll  just  previous  to  beginning  the  regular 
school  work  each  morning  and  afternoon.  All  cases  of  tardiness  or  absence 
shall  be  carefully  en(piired  into  and  noted  in  the  Register. 

(G)  To  furnish  the  pupils  with  constant  employment  in  tlicir  studies,  and  to  en- 
deavor, 1)y  judicious  and  diversified  modes  to  render  the  exercises  of  the 
school  pleasant,  as  well  as  profitable. 

(7)  To  practice  such  discii)line  as  would  be  exercised  l)y  a  kind,  hrm  and  jud- 
icious parent  in  his  family.  It  is  strictly  enjoined  upon  all  Teachers  to  avoid 
the  appearance  of  indiscreet  haste  in  the  discipline  of  their  pujnls;  and,  in 
any  difficult  cases  which  may  occur,  to  apply  to  the  Principal  of  the  School 
(if  a  graded  one),  or  to  the  Trustees  for  advice  and  direction. 


*Tlie  following  are  modes  to  be  adopted  or  avoided  :— 

Proper.—  Eeproof  kindly  but  firmly  given,  either  in  private  or  before  the  School,  as  circum- 
stances require  it,  or  such  punisement  rs  the  case  really  warrants,  administered  as  directed  m  the 
regulation. 

Tmpropcr.—  Contemptuous  language,  reproof  administered  in  passion,  personal  indignity  or 
torture,  aud  violation  of  the  laws  of  health.

(8)  Subject  to  tlie  arrangements  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  see  that  the  School- 
liouse  is  kept  in  proper  order  in  respect  of  cleanliness,  neatness,  heating  and 
ventilation ;  and  especially  that  the  School-room  is  always  ready  for  the  recep- 
tion of  pupils  at  least  thirty  minutes  before  the  time  fixed  for  opening  the 
School.  But  it  shall  form  no  part  of  the  duty  of  any  Teacher  (or  pupil)  to 
make  the  fires,  sweep  or  clean  the  room,  though  any  Teacher  or  pupil  may 
employed  by  the  Trustees  to  attend  to  any  or  all  of  these  matters,  at  a  suit- 
able compensation. 

(9)  To  regulate  the  temperature  of  the  School-room  by  a  the  rmotv  ^  r.  In  win- 
ter the  temperature  during  the  first  School  hour  in  tlie  forenoon  ,  ■afternoon 
should  not  exceed  TC",  nor  GG'^  duringthe  rest  of  the  day. 

(10)  To  have  a  care  that  the  yards,  sheds,  and  outhouses,  are  kept  in  order,  and 
that  the  School  house  and  premises  are  locked  at  all  jDroper  times.  To  exer- 
cise strict  vigilance  over  the  public  School  property  under  his  charge-— the 
buildings,  outhouses,  fences,  &c,,  furniture,  apparatus,  and  books,  so  that  they 
may  receive  no  injury  ;  and  give  jn'ompt  notice  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Trustees,  of  any  supplies  which  may  be  required  for  the  School,  or  of  any 
repairs  which  may  be  required  to  be  made  to  the  building,  outhouses,  furni- 
ture, &c. 

(11)  To  keep  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  School-room,  a  Time-Table,  showing 
the  order  of  exercises  for  each  day  in  tlio  week,  and  the  time  devoted  to  ench 
per  day. 

(12)  Not  to  be  absent  from  the  School  without  permission  from  the  Trustees, 
except  in  case  of  sickness,  in  which  case  the  absence  is  to  be  immediately  re- 
ported to  the  Secretary  of  the  Trustees. 

(15)  In  graded  Schools,  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Teachers  of  the  School 
called  by  the  Principal.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Principal  of  each  School 
to  convene  a  meeting  of  the  Teachers  associated  with  him  at  least  once  a  month 
for  conference  respecting  the  interests  of  all  the  departments  of  the  School. 

(14)  To  make  the  affidavit  required  by  Sec.  50  of  the  Act,  and  furnish  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  when  solicited  by  them  or  their  Secretary,  every  reasonable  as- 
sistance in  making  the  Returns  required  by  the  Education  Office. 

(lo)  In  case  of  a  change  from  one  School  or  department  to  another  during  a 
Term,  the  Teacher  is  to  deposit,  on  removal,  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Trus- 
tees, the  requii'ed  affidav  it  for  the  time  taught ;  and  such  affidavit  shall  be 
attached  ])y  the  Secretary  to  the  Trustees'  regular  Return  at  the  close  of  the 
Term. 

(16)  To  hold  a  public  examination  of  the  School  each  Term,  as  re<piired  by  Sec. 
49  of  the  Act. 

(17)  In  graded  Schools,  to  assist  tlie  Board  of  Trustees  in  classifying  the  pupils 
according  to  their  attainments,  as  required  by  Sec.  42  (2)  of  the  Act. 

(18)  To  submit  his  agreement  with  the  Trustees,  and  also  his  license  to  the  ex- 
amination of  the  I]ispector  or  Chief  Superintendent  whenever  required. 

Regulation  23. — Meeting  of  Teachers:  All  Teachers 
shall  attend  any  meeting  convened  by  the  Chief  Superintendent, 
or  under  his  authority,  for  the  purpose  of  systematizing  and  per- 
fecting the  discipline  and  modes  of  teaching  employed  in  the  pub- 
lic Schools  under  their  charge.  And  in  case  compliance  with  this 
requirement  should  compel  any  Teacher  to  close  his  School  for  a 
part  or  the  whole  of  any  prescribed  teaching  day,  no  deduction 
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shall  be  made  therefor  from  the  Provincial  or  County  moneys  to 
which  the  Teacher  and  Trustees  would  otherwise  have  been 
entitled. 

Regulation  24. — Collections^  Subscriptions,  Presents, 
ct-c. ;  No  collection  shall  be  taken  up,  or  subscriptions  solicited 
for  any  purpose,  or  notice  of  shows  or  exhibitions  given  in  any 
School,  without  the  consent  of  the  Trustees ;  nor  shall  any  Teacher 
act  as  agent  for  books,  or  sell  stationery,  or  receive  presents,  (unless 
presented  to  him  on  leaving  the  School,)  nor  award  prizes  or 
medals  of  his  own  to  the  pupils  under  his  charge. 

Regulation  25. — Principals  of  Schools:  The  Teacher 
of  the  highest  grade  of  any  Elementary,  Advanced,  or  High  School, 
shall  be  designated  the  Principal  of  such  School ;  and  shall  have  a 
responsible  supervision  over  the  exercises,  methods  and  general 
discipline  pursued  in  the  lower  grades  of  the  School. 

E/EMARK. — The  Board  of  Education  recommends  that  Trustees  always 
ach  ise  with  the  Principal  in  securing  suitable  Teachers  for  the  otlier 
departments  of  the  School. 

Regulation  26. — Contagious  Diseases :  No  person  shall 
be  admitted  to  or  continue  in  any  public  school  as  a  pupil,  if  he 
is  afflicted  with,  or  has  been  exposed  to,  any  contagious  disease^ 
until  all  danger  of  contagion  from  such  pupil,  or  from  the  disease 
or  exposure,  shall  have  passed  away :  as  certified  in  writing  by  a 
medical  man. 

Regulation  ^1  .—Destruction  of  School  Property:  Any 
School  property  that  may  be  wilfully  injured  or  destroyed  by  any 
pupil,  is  to  be  made  good  forthwith  by  his  parent  or  guardian. 

Regulation  28. — Requirements  of  Pupils:  School  Offi- 
cers shall  make  the  following  requirements  of  each  and  every 
Pupil:— 

(!)  That  he  come  to  School  clean  and  tidy  in  his  person  and  clothes;  avoid 
idleness,  profanity,  falsehood  and  deceit,  quarrelling  and  fighting:  be  kind 
and  courteous  to  his  fellows,  obedient  to  his  instructors,  diligent  in  his 
studies ;  and  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  School. 

(2)  That  he  i^resent  to  the  Teacher  an  excuse  frem  his  parent  or  guardian,  for 
tardiness  or  absence  from  School. 

(3)  That  he  attend  (in  Districts  hav  ing  more  than  one  dei^artment,)  the  par- 
ticular department  to  which  he  shall  be  assigned  by  the  Ti-usteos  acting  in  the 
manner  directed  in  Sec.  42  (2)  of  the  Act. 
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(4)  That  lie  be  present  at  each  inspection  and  examination  of  his  School  or  de- 
partment, or  present  a  satisfactory  excuse  for  absence. 

(5)  That  he  be  amenable  to  the  Teacher  for  any  misconduct  on  the  School 
premises,  or  in  going  to  and  returning  from  School,  except  when  accompanied 
by  one  of  his  parents  or  his  guardian,  or  some  person  appointed  by  them. 

(6)  That  he  come  to  School  with  the  prescribed  text-books  and  School  requisites 
needed  in  his  classes ;  (but  in  case  his  parents  or  guardians,  after  notice,  fail, 
to  provide  the  required  Books,  the  Trustees  are  to  provide  the  same,  as  di- 
rected by  the  Act.) 


Of  the  Qualifioations  and  Licensing  of 
Teachers. 

References  to  the  Act. — Different  classes  of  Teachers,  Sec.  10. 

The  Board  of  Education  empowered  to  prescribe  regulations  for  the  classifi- 
cation of  Teachers,  te  appoint  Examiners,  and  to  grant  and  cancel  licenses ; 
Sec.  G  (4). 


Regulation  2Q. — Licenses  obtained  previous  to  Jan. 
15,  1872:  Existing  licences  issued  (or  recognized)  by  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  those  hereafter  issued  bearing- 
date  previous  to  Jan.  15,  1872,  shall  continue  to  be  valid,  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  according  to  the  terms  thereof,  in  the 
Districts  for  which  they  were  originally  issued,  or  for  which  they 
may  have  subsequently  been  endorsed  (or  recognized)  by  the 
Board. 

Regulation  30. — Licensing  of  Teachers  under  the  op- 
eration of  the  Act:  The  following  rules  are  prescribed  with 
respect  to  the  licensing  of  Teachers  under  the  operation  of  the 
Act  :— 

(1)  Persons  eUgihle  for  Excmiination :  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  examin- 
ation for  license  (except  as  specially  provided  by  Reg.  32,  or  for  advancement 
of  Class,  unless  presenting  to  the  Chief  Superintendent,  one  month  previous 
to  the  date  fixed  for  examination,  satisfactory  proof — 

If  a  male,  that  he  is  18  years  if  age ;  if  a  female,  that  she  is  16  years  of  age :  That  lie  or  she  is  of 
temperate  habits  and  good  moral  character :  Has  attended  the  Pi-ovincial  Training  School  at 
least  one  Term  ;  or 

Holds,  at  the  time  of  application,  a  valid  license  granted  previous  to  Jan.  15,  1872;  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  Board  of  Education ;  or 
Has  undergone  training  at  a  recognized  Training  or  Iformal  School  in  an  other  country ;  or 
Holds  a  diploma  from  a  chartered  College  or  University : 

and  no  person,  except  one  who,  on  examination,  has  failed  to  obtain  a  license 
of  any  class,  or,  if  the  first  class  by  reason  of  bad  spelling,  or  a  student  in 
continuous  attendance  at  the  Provincial  Training  School,  shall  be  eligible  for 
more  than  one  examination  within  a  period  of  twelve  months.  Graduates  of 
a  chartered  College  or  University  shall  be  at  liberty  to  apply  for  examination 
in  all  the  subjects  of  the  syllabus,  or  in  reading  and  professional  subjects 
only. 

(2)  Provincial  Licemes :  Ail  Licenses  issued  by  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  bearing  date  subsequent  to  January  15,  1872,  "(except  as  specially 
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provided  by  Reg.  32)  shall  be  under  Seal  of  the  Board ;  and  shall  be  valid 
throughout  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  during  the  good  behaviour  of 
the  holder. 

(.3)  Times  and  Stations  of  Examination :  An  examination  shall  be  held  each 
year  at  Fredericton  in  Afaroh^and  Septeniljer,  and  at  St.  John  and  Chatham  in 
Septeiuber  only,  -beginning  in  each  case  at  9  o'clock,  a.  m.,  on  the  third  Tuesday 
of  tlie  month.  The  examination  shall  be  held  in  such  buildings  as  may  be 
appointed  l)y  tlie  Chief  Superintendent,  who  shall  give  at  least  three  weeks' 
l)ublic  notice  thereof  in  such  mannar  as  he  shall  deem  proper.  Eacli  station 
of  examination  shall  be  open  to  eligible  candidates  from  all  parts ;  and  no 
candidate  shall  be  allowed  any  opportunity  of  examination  other  than  as 
specified  above. 

(4)  Written  Examinations  :  Except  in  Reading,  the  examination  shall  be  con- 
ducted wliolly  on  pa])er;  and  the  Chief  Supenntendent  shall  prepare,  and  have 
])rinted  suitable  ([uestions  for  each  class,  in  accordance  with  the  prescribed 
syllabus  of  examination ;  and  shall  supply  a  sufficient  quantity  of  these  pa])ers, 
together  with  copies  of  such  rules  and  instructions  as  he  may  deem  expedient 
for  the  due  conduct  of  the  examination.  The  examination  papers  shall  be 
securely  sealed,  and  the  seal  on  each  package  shall  be  broken  in  the  presence 
of  the  candidates  when  required  for  actual  use  in  the  examination. 

(5)  C/iipf  Superintendent  to  have  charge  of  the  Examination — lieadinf/:  The  Chief 
Superintendent  of  Education  shall,  either  in  })ers()n  or  by  his  depiity,  preside 
at  any  examination;  and  shall,  previously  to  distributing  any  question-papers 
to  the  candidates  present,  determine  by  oral  exercises  whether  any  candidate's 
knowledge  and  abilities  with  resi)ect  to  Reading  are  sufficiently  accurate  and 
excellent  to  permit  such  candidate  to  undergo  further-examination  for  the  class 
of  License  for  which  application  has  been  made. 

(() )  77ie  Examination  to  be  undergone  in  good  faith :  The  Chief  Sui)eriutendent, 
or  his  de])uty,  shall  place  on  fyle  in  the  Education  Office,  a  sworn  rex)ort  of 
the  examination,  in  which  he  shall  record  any  known  infringement  of  the 
Regulations  of  the  Board.  In  the  event  of  any  candidate  taking  into  the 
room  any  book,  notes,  or  any  thing  from  which  to  derive  assistance  in  the 
examination,  or  copying  from  another,  or  allowing  another  to  copy  from  him. 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Superintendent,  or  his  deputy,  to  dismiss  such 
candidate  at  once  from  the  examination,  and  to  remove  his  name  from  the 
candidates'  list;  but  if  the  evidence  of  such  case  be  not  clear  at  the  time,  or 
be  obtained  subsequent  to  such  dismissal,  the  case  shall  be  duly  recorded  in 
writing  and  the  candidate's  papers  shall  be  rejected  if  the  evidence  be  con- 
clusive. 

(7)  Estimation  of  Ca^ididates'  papers:  At  the  close  of  the  examination,  the 
Chief  Superintendent  shall  promptly  forwanl  each  candidate  s  papers  to  the 
examiners  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Education,  a  portion  to  each,  viz :  to 
the  examiner  in  Language,  tlie  Examiner  in  Geoghaphy  and  History, 
the  Examiner  in  Mathematics,  and  the  Examiner  in  Teaching  and  School 
Management.  Each  Examiner  shall  express  his  judgment  of  the  merits  of 
each  paper  submitted  to  him,  by  means  of  numbers— taking  100  as  the  highest 
possible  mark.  The  Examiner  shall  return  the  papers  as  promptly  as  possible 
the  Chief  Superintendent,  who  shall  preserve  them  on  fyle  for  a  period  of 
five  years.

Remaek  1. — The  Trustees  represent  the  inhabitants  of  the  District, 
and  are  to  transact  all  School  business  in  their  stead  and  on  their  be- 
half. The  interests  of  Education  cannot  thrive  in  any  District  unless 
these  officers  efficiently  dicharge  their  duties.  Much  of  past  weakness 
and  imperfection  is  remedied  by  enlarging  the  powers  of  Trustees,  and 
defining  more  specifically  their  important  duties.    Sound  judgment 
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sliould  be  exercised  by  the  various  Districts  in  choosing  fit  men  for  the 
office — men  of  intelligence,  of  business  habits,  and  of  educational  zeal. 
A  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  a  Trustee  will  require  no  small 
labour.  But  every  community  may  fairly  claim  the  services  of  its  best 
men  in  a  matter  of  universal  interest  and  importance.  Besides,  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  retiring  of  one  of  the  members  of  the  trusteeship 
annually. 

Eemark  2. — The  provisions  of  the  Law  respecting  the  duties  of  the 
Trustees,1^and  their  Secretary,  and  the  Auditor,  are  too  explicit  to  re- 
quire explanation.

Referi^ncf.s  to  the  Act.— Not  more  than  one  Superior  School  in  any 
Parish ;  competent  Teachers  to  be  emx>lo3-ed  with  the  approval  of  the  Inspector ; 
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Trustees  to  pay  towards  Teacher's  salary  at  the  rate  of  S200  or  upwards  per  au- 
uum.  Chief  Superintendent  to  allow  the  Teacher,  on  proof  of  the  School  having 
been  satisfactorily  taught,  Provincial  Grant  equal  to  the  amount  paid  by  the 
Ti'ustees,  not  exceeding  S300  per  annum:  Sec.  51. 

Eemark. — The  salary  paid  by  the  Trustees  includes  funds  received 
1)V  tliem  from  the  County  vSchool  Tund. 

Regulation  34. — Coriditions  of  competition  for  the 
Grant:  The  following  conditions  are  prescribed  for  the  receipt 
of  the  Grant  to  Superior  Schools : — 

(1)  The  School  sliall  not  be  located  in  the  same  District  as  the  Grammar 
School. 

(2)  It  shall  be  taught  in  a  superior  manner  by  a  male  teacher  of  the  first  class. 

(3)  The  School  accommodation,  apparatus,  and  text-books,  shall  be  such  as  are 
prescribed  or  recommended  by  the  foregoing  Regidations  of  the  Board  of 
Education  respecting  Common  Schools. 

Regulation  35. — JSFotifications :  The  Trustees  of  any  Dis- 
trict wishing  to  compete  for  the  additional  Provincial  Grant  to 
Superior  Schools,  shall  notify  the  Inspector  of  their  intention  on 
or  before  the  first  week  in  February,  1872,  and  on  or  before  the 
first  week  in  December  in  subsequent  years ;  and  successful  Dis- 
tricts shall  be  notified  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  on  or  before 
the  first  week  in  June  following. 


Of  Grammar  Schools. 

Reference  to  the  Act.-  Gramnw  and  District  Schools  may  be  united  on 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Education.  Sec.  53. 

Regulation  36. — Conditions  of  Union:  The  Board  of 
Education  names  the  following  conditions  for  the  union  of  Gram- 
and  District  Schools : — 

(1)  That  all  tliQ  Schools  of  the  District  shall  be  a  continuous  series. 

(2)  That  the  most  advanced  department  constitute  the  Grammar  or  High  School 
and  be  subject  to  the  joint  management  of  the  Grammar  School  and  District 
Trustees. 

(3)  That  the  Grammar  or  High  School  department  be  open  free  to  all  pu])ils 
of  both  sexes,  resident  in  the  County,  on  the  same  conditions  of  qualification 
as  to  pupils  resident  in  the  District. 

(4)  That  the  Teachers  (and  any  class-room  assistant)  of  each  department  of  the 
series  receive  Provincial  aid,— the  Teacher  of  the  High_  School  department 
receiving  the  Grant  allowed  to  a  first  class. 

(5)  That  the  District  Trustees  receive  aid  from  the  County  fund  for  all  the 
Xmpils  in  attendance  in  all  the  departments. 

(6)  Tliat  the  Grammar  School  Grant  be  paid  as  usual. 
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Of  the  Provincial  Training  School. 

Keferencks  to  the  Act.— The  Board  of  Education,  to  provide  for  the 
establishment  and  efficient  working  of  a  Training  and  Model  School,  to  appoint 
a  principal,  to  aprove  the  appointment  of  Assistants,  and  to  grant  certain  allow- 
ances towards  the  expenses  of  teachers-in-training;  Sec.  0  (1). 

Regulation  37. — Sessio7is  of  the  Training'  School: 
There  shall  be  two  Sessions,  or  Terms,  of  the  Training  School  in 
each  year,  as  follows :  The  first  Term-  shall  begin  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  November,  and  close  on  the  Friday  preceding  the 
March  Examination:  the  second  Term  shall  begin  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  May,  and  close  on  the  Friday  preceding  the  Sep- 
tember Examination.  Students  shall  not  be  admitted  after  the 
first  week  in  tlie  Term,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  Principal,  to 
whom  all  applications  for  admission  arc  to  be  addressed. 

Regulation  38. — Qualification  for  admission  :  The 
minimum  qualifications  of  applicants  shall  be  those  prescribed  for 
Tcacliers  of  the  Third  Class,  omitting  professional  subjects.  In 
all  cases  certificates  of  good  moral  character  must  be  lodged  with 
the  Principal.  Holders  of  valid  licenses  from  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation shall  be  eligible  for  admission  without  examination,  on 
presenting  their  licenses. 

Regulation  39. — Course  of  Instruction  :  While  securing 
instruction  in  the  ordinary  branches  of  knowledge  required  to  be 
taught  in  the  Schools  of  the  Province,  the  course  of  instruction 
shall  be  specially  directed  to  the  imparting  of  a  specific  know- 
ledge of  School  Organization  and  Management,  and  Method  in 
teaching.  The  departments  of  the  Model  School  shall  be  so  ar- 
ranged as  to  secure  to  teachers-in-training  facilities  for  the  illus- 
tration and  practice  of  the  most  approved  methods  of  teaching 
and  conducting  Schools. 

Regulation  40. — Bye-Laivs  of  the  Training  School:  The 
following  Bye-Laws  shall  be  publicly  read  by  the  Principal  at  the 
opening  of  each  Term,  and  a  copy  of  them  shall  be  conspicuously 
posted  in  the  Training  School : — 

(1)  The  Training  School  shall  be  in  session  6  hours  every  week-day  during'^the 
term,  Saturdays,  public  holidays,  and  the  Christmas  vacation  excepted. 

*The first  Term  under  the  operation  of  the  Aft  shall  begin  .January  15,  1872,  and  close  April  lo, 
187'->.   Tlie  foUoAvins  Turm  shall  open  in  May  as  preecribod  by  the  Begulation.

(2)  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  Principal,  or  his  Assistants,  to  open  and 
close  the  daily  session  by  reading  a  portion  of  Scripture  and  by  prayer.  No 
student  shall  be  required  to  attend  these  exercises  who  shall,  by  Witten  ap- 
plication to  the  Principal,  ask  to  be  excused  on  conscientious  grounds. 

(3)  The  students  shall  be  regular  and  punctual  in  their  attendance  in  their 
several  classes ;  and  shall  for  any  case  of  absence  express  to  the  Principal  the 
cause  thereof.  Students  not  present  when  the  Roll  is  called,  or  who  leave 
any  class  without  permission,  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Teacher,  be 
marked  as  absent. 

(4)  The  students  shall  give  due  attention  and  respect  to  the  Teachers ;  shall  act 
towards  eac^i  ether  with  becoming  courtesy  ;  and  shall,  both  within  and  with- 
out the  Institution,  report  themselves  in  a  manner  befitting  their  future  pro- 
fession as  educators  of  the  young. 

(5)  The  students  shall  take  every  possible  care  of  the  buildings,  furniture,  ap- 
paratus, grounds,  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  Institution  and  dam- 
age caused  by  any  student  shall  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of  such  student. 

(0)  Any  student  shewing  disrespect  to  a  Teacher,  or  discom-tesy  to  a  fellow 
student,  shall  be  admonished  and  censured  hy  the  Principal ;  and  if  persistent 
in  such  offence,  shall  be  dismissed.  Any  student  guilty  of  gross  immorality 
shall  be  summarily  expelled. 

(7)  Each  Teacher  shall  keep  a  Class  Roll,  which  he  shall  call  at  the  beginning 
of  each  lesson,  marking  absentees.  He  shall  also  keep  a  Record  Book,  in 
which  he  shall  record  at  each  lesson  the  merit  of  each  student's  recitation, 
and  also  the  absence  of  a  proper  deportment  on  the  part  of  any  student.  Re- 
cord marks  shall  be  made  in  parts  of  100. 

(8)  Two  days  of  each  month  of  the  Term,  beginning  with  the  last  Thursday  of 
each  month,  shall  be  devot^;^!  to  the  work  of  Review.  On  Thursday  the  exer- 
cises shall  be  conducted  orally  on  the  work  of  the  previous  month,  and  on 
Friday  by  written  exercises  on  jjrevious  work  of  the  Term.  The  closing  Re- 
view of  \he  Term  (shall  be  conducted  wholly  as  the  Principal  may  deter- 
mine. * 

(0)  Each  Teacher  shall  make  a  weekly  Report  of  the  average  of  each  student's 
marks  in  attendance,  deportment,  recitation,  and  skill  in  t<?aching ;  as  well 
as  the  merits  of  each  student's  Review  exercises. 

(10)  The  Principal  shall  keep  and  preser\'e  an  official  Register,  in  which  he 
shall  enter  each  Aveek  the  standing  of  each  student  with  respect  to  attend- 
ance, deportment,  recitation,  and  professional  skill. 

(11)  At  the  close  of  each  Term  the  Principal  shall  report  to  the  Chief  Superin- 
tendent of  Education,  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Education  all 
matters  of  imi)ortance  relative  to  the  working  of  Uie  Institution;  and  in  such 
report  he  shall  present  a  classification  in  three  grades  of  those  students  whe 
shall  have  proved  themselves  entitled  to  the  same— such  classification  to  be 
based  upon  skill  in  teaching,  coujiled  with  a  prompt,  courteous  and  successful 
performance  of  the  work  of  the  'Term.  Students  eligible  for  classification, 
whose  professional  standing  ,  obtained  on  the  foregoing  basis,  shall  reach  25, 
and  be  less  than  50,  shall  be  classed  as  possessed  of  fair  teaching  ability  and 
skill ;  50  and  less  than  75,  good  ;  75  and  upwards,  supkkior  ;  and  the  profes- 
t^ional  qualifications  of  each  shall  be  expressed  in  both  figures  and  words.  The 
professional  classification  of  each  student  shall  be  recited  in  any  license  obain- 
ed  on  examination. 

(12)  The  PrincipaKshall,  at  the  beginning  of  each  Term,  acquaint  the  students 
with  the  following  details  of  the  system  of  classification  by  which  their  pro- 
fessional standing  is  to  be  determined  : — 

1.  Except  in  cases  of  sicknesy,  aii  average  of  punctual  attendance  less  than  75,  or  an  average  of 
deportment  less  than  7p,  shall  totally  msqnalify  a  student  for  classification. 

2.  An  average  of  recitation  less  tlian  75  shall  disqualify  for  class  SUPERIOR  ;  less  than  -50,  for  da^s 
(iOOD;  less  than  37^,  for  class  FAIR. 
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The  professional  standing  of  those  eligible  for  classification  shall  be  obtained  by  an  average  of 
the  following : — 

(a)  The  estimate  on  the  regular  practice  in  the  departments  of  the  Model  School. 

(b)  The  estimate  on  special  practice. 

(c)  The  estimate  on  recitation  in  professional  work. 

(rf)  The  estimate  on  written  exercises  on  professional  subjects. 

(e)  The  estimated  value  of  criticism  on  the  practice  of  fellow  students. 

if)  To  tlie  general  average  of  tlie  foregoing  shall  be  added  t«n  per  cent,  on  the  excess  above  70  o 
the  student's  standing  in  attendance,  deportment  and  recitation. 

(13)  The  Students  shall  lodge  and  board  at  such  houses  only  ap  gvo  approved 
by  tlie  Principal.

The  resignation  of  a  Trustee,  Sec.  35. 

Promoting  educational  efficiency  hy  aiding  Trustees  and  Teachers,  Sec.  8  (2). 
District  Visitation,  Sec.  8(1). 

Authorizing  engagements  of  teachers  of  Superior  Schools,  Sec.  51. 
Sanctioning  School  House  sites  selected  by  Trustees,  Sec.  41  (4). 
Authorizing  a  Trustee  to  sell  or  purchase  land  in  a  certain  case,  Sec.  39. 
Examining  and  deciding  (subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Chief  Superintendent,) 
'  complaints  of  irregularity  of  assessments  [authorized  by  a  school  meeting, 
Sec.  54. 

Ascertaining  and  reporting  annually  what  Districts  require  special  aid,  Sees. 
8  (5),  19. 

Regulation  41. — Teachers^  drafts  aiid  Trustees'  orders: 
Each  County  Inspector  shall  deliver  to  Teachers  drafts  for  their 
Provincial  grant,  and  to  Trustees  orders  on  the  County  Treasurer 
(or  Secretary-Treasuter  of  incorporated  Counties),  for  their  share 
of  the  County  assessment  Fund,  as  the  same  shall  be,  from  time 
to  time,  provided  by  the  Chief  Superintendent. 

Eemark. — The  sum  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  board  of  Educatioii 
for  Inspectors'  salaries  is  insufficient  to  secure  the  services  of  professional 
Teachers  for  the  office.  It  is  beheved  that  the  interests  of  education 
will  be  best  promoted  by  the  employment  of  Inspectors,  for  a  limited 
period,  chiefly  in  the  work  of  making  practically  known  to  the  peo])le 
the  provisions  of  the  law,  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  secure  its  advantages, 
the  requirements  respecting  school  accommodation,  the  careful  and 
proper  adjustment  of  boundaries,  and,  in  short,  aU  matters  necessary  to 
enable  every  District  to  become  so  famiUar  with  correct  modes  of  pro- 
cedure as  to  ensure  the  regular  support  of  schools.    As  soon  as  this 
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condition  is  reached,  the  work  of  inspection  proper  will  require  special  * 
attention,  and  demand  professional  qualifications  for  its  successful  dis- 
charge, as  contemplated  by  the  following  Eegulation. 

Hegulation  42. —  Uniform  certification  of  candidates  for 
Inspectorships :  In  view  of  the  operation  of  Section  11  of 
the  Act,  all  candidates  for  the  office  of  Inspector  shall,  at  or  before 
the  period  assigned  for  the  operation  of  such  Section,  have  taught 
for  a  period  of  at  least  three  years,  and  shall  have  obtained  a 
license  of  the  Grammar  School  Class  in  accordance  with  Regula- 
tions 30  and  31 ;  and  upon  appointment  to  office  each  Inspector 
shall  spend  one  term  at  the  Provincial  Training  School,  or  such 
time  as  the  Board  of  Education  may  require,  with  a  view  to  a 
more  perfect  aquaintance  with  the  method  of  School  Management 
and  Teaching  to  be  employed  in  the  schools  of  the  Province.

Keferences  to  the  Act.— To  have,  subject  to  the  Board  of  Education  a 
general  superrision  and  direction  of  the  Inspectors  and  Schools :  Sec.  7  (1). 

To  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  the  regulations  and  decisions  of 
the  Board  of  Education  :  Sec.  7  (2). 

To  apportion  the  County  School  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act,  withholding  the  same,  and  all  Provincial  aid,  from  Districts  presenting 
a  false  or  insufficient  return,  and  dealing  with  forfeited  balances  as  directed  by 
the  Board  of  Education  :  Sec.  7  (3). 

To  furnish  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  with  the  numbers  and  boundaries  of  the 
Districts  within  the  respective  Counties,  and  from  time  to  time,  as  new  Dis- 
tricts are  created,  or  boundaries  altered,  to  furnish  such  new  boundaries ;  Sec. 
7  (4). 

To  cause  copies  of  the  Act,  with  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Education,  to- 
gether with  all  necessary  forms  and  instructions,  to  be  published  and  furnished 
gratuitously  to  Inspectors,  Trustees  and  Teachers :  Sec.  7  (5). 

To  prepare  annually  a  Report  upon  the  Schools  .subjeet  to  his  supervision, 
accompanied  with  full  statistical  tables  and  detailed  accounts  of  the  exjjendi- 
tures  of  the  moneys  appropriated  under  the  Act,  and  offer  suggestions  on  edu- 
cational subjects :  which  Report  shall  be  laid  before  the  Legislature  within  ten 
days  after  the  opening  of  the  next  succeeding  Session  thereof  :  Sec.  7  (6)

Regulation  43. — Semi-annual  Circular :  The  Chief  Su- 
perintendent shall  forward  to  the  Trustees  of  each  District  a 
semi-annual  Circular,  containing  official  notices^  educational^ infor- 
mation, and  especially  a  detailed  statement  of  the  Provincial 
Grants  paid  to  Teachers,  and  the  apportionment  of  the  County 
Assessment  Fund  to  Trustees.  These  Circulars  shall  be  per- 
manently fyled  by  the  Trustees,  and  shall  be  accessible  to  Teachers 
in  each  District. 
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
